THE CITY OF RIOTS. 


What the Outlook Is in Belfast—Views from 
Various Sources. 

 ‘Beurast, Aug. 28.—|New York Herald’s Spe- 
cial Cable. — Ihe practical reéult of today’s 
meetings of the Orange leaders and the town 
authorities has been the formation of a Vigi- 
lance Committee, consisting of me principal 
meroebants, professional men, etc., of the dis- 
turbed district, all pledged to suppress robbery 
and blackmail by hoodiums and assist the po- 
lice to arrest disorderly persons of either varty. 
Several bundred names have already been ob- 
tained for this committee, which agrees to 
become responsivie for peace in the Sbankill 
district if only native policemen are put there. 
Tuis has been unofficially promised by the po- 
tice authorities, who, however, express doubts 
of the committee's ability to carry out its, 
promise of protection for the police. It it acts 
on its pledees it will be the first time in the 


history of Belfast that respectable people have 
combined to arrest and convict roughs of their 
own party. Patrols of cavairy and infantry 
still continue active picket duty im all the 
main streets of the disturbed districts in order 
10 prevent housebreaking and similar crimes, 
which have lately become alarmingly preva- 


lent. 

Belfast has bad two weeks of perfect free- 
dom from rioting, bet durmg this period the 
inhabitants of the disturbed districts suffered 
incessa from the assauits and petty 
thieving of bands of rougbs.

Till quite lalely there was reason to fear that 
the French Ambassador would be recalied. His 
withdrawal would necessarily have been followed 
by that of the Nuncio. Happily, at the eleventh 
hour a way has been found of momentarily at 
least avoiding a rupture. The French Govern- 
ment, foreseeing how regretable the conse- 
quences of a rupture might be to itself, 
endeavored to set up a modus vivendi. 
Modifying its hostile attitude, it pro- 
posed that an extraordinary apostolic legate 
should be sent out to Pekin to concert with M. 
Constant, the French Envoy in China, as to the 
best way of settling the question at issue. The 
Pope, wishing to give France a*new proof of his 
kindly intentions, has consented to. the expedi- 
ent, without, however, in the slightest degree 
2 his mind as to the ultimate _ necessity 
of adhering to his original plan. A few details 
of miuor importance are still to be settled. The 
legate, for instance. is not yet chosen, but these 
are only details. There is thus reason to hope 
that ah agreement will shortly be reached. 

PARIS, Aug. 28.—The dispute between France

CAGO HIGH LIFE, 


Isaac H. Burch’s Efforts to Obtain a Di- 


voree from His Wife, Whom He Had 
Married for Her Wealth—A Hearing That 


Lasted About Twenty Days and Caused 
Great Excitement in Local Social Cir- 
cles—Charges That Could Not Be Sus- 
tained, ä 
Tae Trreuse yesterday published the peti- 
tion or Harriet Corumg Burch Morgan asking 
that the will of her father, Isaac Howe Burch, 
be set asiie. The commencement of this suit 
and the allegations of the bill revive memories 


of oneof the most celebrated divorce cases - 


that ever originated in Cook County. Early in 
1830 the publie was astounded by the announce- 
ment that Isaac H. Burch, then a prominent 
banker of this city, was seekmg a legal separa- 
tion from his wite, who was the niece of Erastus 
Corning, the Democratic: banker of Albany, 
where her family was well known. His Dill ask- 
ing for the separation was a brief statement that 


in 1840 he bad married his wife in New Vork 


and at once came here to live, where she had 
borne him two children. There bad been no 
cause for complaint until October, 1857, when 
it was charged that the wife had been false to 
her marriage vows, and the names.of Mr. 
David Stuart, a well-known lawyer, and other 
gentlemen were mentioned, As Stuart was an 
intimate of the Buron bousehold, and its head 
a prominent figure in secial and religious 
cirvies, the allegations of the latter met with 
many believers, The legal response of the 
wife was of en equally sensational character, 
in that it boldly set forth that Bureh had mar 
ried her for ber money; that he had forced 
ner to borrow money from her friends for bis 
use, and had abused her and used insulting 
language toward her on aifferent occasions; 
and that Stuart bad come to their house as the 
husband's friend, whither he had been invited 
to meet such men as Eaward Everett and 
Senator Douglas. Another motive for his 
conduct was set forth if tne fact that be was 
greatly enamored of a Misa Spaulding ot Little 
Fails, N. V., whose long visits at their home 
and affectionate manner toward her busband 
had been brought to the wife’s notice by b6ut- 
eiders and objected to by her. This woman, 
it was claimed, bad started the malicious 
stories of Mrs. Bureh’s relations with 
Stuart, and when they were. ated 
to that gentleman he bad discontinued his vis- 
its at the house.. Her story further explained 


as a result ot all this the busband received a 


letter Jan. 5, 1800, callig upon him to settle 
his indebtedness at the Albany City Bank, of 
whieh Mr. Corning. was the President. This 
brought on aseries ot reproaches and com- 
plaints that resuited in the wife signing a let- 
ter acknowledging the receipt of some atten- 
tions that a jealous husband migbt not like 
from a Mr. Boyd, but she verbally denied a 
breach of faith or any indelicacy. The 
answer then set forth that Jan. 18 Burch, 
by threats and vituperation, compelled bis 
wife to sign another letter, in which she 
avowed to Boyd that he was the cause of ber 
baving dishonored ber family. The answer to 
this was a missive from Boyd declaring 

guiltof another party, and through fear of ber 
busband and believing his promise that he 
would send for Mr. Corning she had weakly 


| and falsely confessed to tha truth of the last 


accusation. By the same plan she was then 
forced to sign a written confession, and Jan. 
18, the next day, she was sent away to her un- 
cle’s, and the husband’a bill for divorce filed. 

After many delays the case came to trial at 
Naperville, the then county-seat of Du Page 
County, in November, 1860. 

The hearmg ot the case began Nov. 20, 1860, 
before Judge Jesse O0. Norton and a jury 
The counsel for the complainant were 
the firms of Hoyne, Milter & Lewis 
and Walker, Van Arnam & Dexter; Judge 
Allen, ex-County Judge of Du Page County: 
W. D. Barry of Sty Charles; the firms 
of Vallette & Cody and Hebson & Haight; 
Walter Bianchard; and Uri Osgood of Joliet. 
The preparation ana general management of 
the case for the complainant were in charge 
of Messrs. Miller and Van Arnam. For the de- 
tense there appeared C. Beckwith as senior 
counsel; assisted by O. H. Browning of Quincy; 
Congressman John F. Farnsworth; R. U. Mur- 
ray of Kankakee; R. G. Caulfield, Edwagd W. 
Smith, and George Sedgwiek of Chicago. 

Mr.. Miller opened for the complainant. He 
said the question for the jury to decide was 
simply and plainly whether the defendant, 
Mary W. Bureh, had been guilty of adultery. 
That was the only issue in the case. The com- 
plainant came to Chicago in 1843, a native of 
Herkimer County, New York. He began busi- 
ness here as a banker, having previously been 
a bank cler& in Albany, N T. He married the 
defendant in 1848, and they lived in Chicago as 
man and wife until January, 1860. In Decem- 
ber and January Mr. Burch’s nieces, Fannie 
and Elizabeth, were stepping at bis house. A 
young man named Carlisie Boyd was a fre- 
quent visitor, and waa supposed to be calling 
on the young ladies. Mr. Burch remonstrated 
against these frequent visits, and soon discoy- 
ered that his wife was the person visited, and 
that she concealed, or attempted to conceal, 
the fact of Boyd's visits from h 
Mr. Bureh discovered that his fe carried 
ona secret correspondence with Boyd, and 
that there had been between them acts of 
gross familiarity. A further correspondence 
between Boyd and Mrs. Burch, carried on with 
Mr. Burch’s knowledge, led the latter to be- 
lieve that another man, David Stuart, had 
been his wife’s seducer. Mrs. burch denied 
having auy wrong-doing with Bosd, but con- 
fessed that she bad on many occasions violated 
her marriage vow with vart.: Burch then 
separated from bis wife, returaed her to her 
friends, and instituted a suit for diverce. The 
circumstantial evidence to be © introduced 
would show, first, the disposition of the man 
and woman to commit the crime; and, second, 
that opportunity. Positive evidence in the 
form of confessions made by Mrs. Bureh 
would also be introduced. 

Mr. Beckwith opened for the defense. He 
showed that the question of any act ot im- 
prudence with Boyd was not before the jury, 
the issue being specifically on Mrs. Burch’s re- 
lations with Stuart. Mrs. Buren was married 


when she was 20 years oid, Burch gained her 


affections clandestinely and dishonorably, and 
against the expressed wishes of her guardian, 
his motive being covetousness and not aifec- 
tion. He wanted the young woman’s money. 
He got it; ana che young woman's friends 
helped bim on in business and saved him again 
and ugain. He introduced David Stuart to his 
house. Stuart was the attorney for the III. 
nois Central Raitiroad. He transferred his 
own professional business to Stuart, aud 
induced his friends to do. the same. He 
led his wife to look upon Stuart 
as an intimate friend. Then he went secretly 
among the servants and infused among them 
suspicions of their mistress. He transferred 
the affection due his wife to a young lady then 
residing in his house (Miss Spauiding), acts of 
the greatest familiarity, not to say indecency, 
passing between them. This youbg woman 
circulated a story that Mr. and Mrs. 
Buren had been seen in a close embrace.

The Sullivan-Hearid Match Declared Off. 


New Tonk. Aug. 28.—[Special.]—Jobn L. 
Sullivan, formerly of Boston uud now of this 
city, rode out to Ridgewood Park, in Newtown, 
Long Island, this afternoon with Patrick 
Sheedy of Chicago; Arthur Chambers of Pulla- 
delphia, who seconded Tug Wilson when that 
gentieman from England tackled Sullivan in 
the Madison Square Garden, and James Mo- 
Keon, Mr. Sullivan’s trainer. Mr. McKeon 
carried asmali Russian leather valise and a 
pair of hard boxing-gloves wrapped in brown 
paper. On the way to the park in Newtown Mr. 
Bullivan wasin a merry mood. He said he 
was glad that the opportunity bad at last ar- 
rived when de would be able to set- 
tle the pugilistic aspirations of one 
Mr. Frank Hearld of Nicetown, Pa. The 
carriage was driven to a small hotel near the 
Dase- ball grounds and Sullivan was escorted to 
the bridal chamber, there to complete his to 
let for the fight with Mr. Hearld in the ring 
pitched on the adjacent gronnds. Some time 
ago Hearid vanquisbed a green-looking object 
who was known as the Ithaca Giant. The 
Giant was “ knocked out” in the first round, 
and, notwithstanding the rumor that the Giant 
was belpless from drink when floored, the 
friends ot Hearid at once announced their 
willingness to pit that nice young man against 
the only John L. Sullivan. A few weeks ago 
it was arranged that Sullivan and Hearild 
should meet this afternoon in Schützen Park, 
North Bergen, N. J, proprietor of 
this park is Capt. Louis Wendell, 
of the doodle Aidermen of this city. 
Capt. Wendell sawa big day’s business in 
prospect, and was a very happy man until the 
peaceable residents of North Bergen appealed 
to Gov. Abbett, asking him to prevent the 
meeting of the pugilists at that piace. The 
Sberiff and police officers were ordered to see 
that no contest between the pugilists should 
take place at that park, and Capt. Wendell, in 
order to protect himself from the fighters and 
their gangs of admirers, gave the ys to the 
gates of bis park to the Sbériff, and announced 
yesterday that the fight was off so far as that 
park was concerned. Then the backers of the 
pugilists secured Ridgewood Park at Newtown, 
and advertised that the contest would positive- 
ly take place. The line dividing Kings and 
Queens Counties runs through Ridgewood 
Park. The park is used for base- bali matches, 
and no line of street-cars runs close to it. 

The 500 men who reached the park this aft- 
ernoon from New York and elsewhere were 
dripping with perspiration and ciouded with 
dust. They were in a very unamiable state of 
mind and were anxious to see gore and plenty 
of it. About 300 persons had entered the park 
before Under-Sheriff Golder of Queens County 
arrived with forty deputies and beiore Capt. 
Kavanagh of the Rockaway police put in an 
appearance wth sixteen officers. Then there 
was a commotion about the entrance, and 
Hearid's backer was informed by Under-Sheriff 
Golder that the proposed contest would not be 
_ permitted. District-Attorney Fleming had not: 
fied the Sheriff that any contest between Mr. 
Sullivan and any body else would be aslugemg 
match, and that it must not take place. The 
Under-Sheriff, with his deputies, and Capt. 
Kavanagh and his officers were there to see 
that the District-Attorney’s order should be 
carried out. Under-Sheriff Golder tacidentally 
mentioned that Capt. Dunne, with twenty 
police officers from Srookiyn, was on the 
Kings County side of the park, and that he, 
like himself, meant business. After consuli- 
ang with friends, Hearid’s backer threw up the 
sponge. The sad intelligence that the fight 
had been prevented was conveyed to Sullivan, 
who was very angry. He said that he was 
very anxious to meet Hearid, but wonld now 
declare the fight off, as he could no longer 
have fair play in this country, Then de en- 
tered a carriage with the friends who ac- 
companied him to the park and was driven to 
New York,

man does bis in public, that tne fatter catches al! 
the praise. Hence, we have the press making 
statements to the effect thaton the racing de- 
partment must depend everything that makes 
wheel life worth living. The feat of Mr. Wil- 
ams, of riding 5,000 miles without a fall, u 
something to place alongside a fast racing 
record. Staley and Mead turned from Co 
umbia, O., to Cnicago, at ninety miles a 
day, while Buffalo wheelmen bave made the 
eutire length of the State of New York 
at a greater mileage per day than this. 
Ribolla ana Bishop, in riding from Chicago to 
New York, rode in one day ninety miles 
through sand. The grandeet of all ’cycling 
achievements was the century rde of Cola 
Stone from Cobourg out to Kimgston on the 
Big Four tour. That was a thing requiring 
nerve, strength, and skill worthy to be cut in 
marble, Place the best racing time alongside 
Cola’s great century feat and it will take 
second place on ali the athletic points which 
we admire. Yet he was beaten on the path.

COOK COUNTY REPUBLICAN TICKET. 
A better day’s work for Cook County could 


hardly have been put in than that of the Re- 
publican Convention’ yesterday. This was 
true both negatively and positively. Chris- 
mamerism received the blackest of black 
eyes, and the old machine of fraudulent pri- 
maries was smashed into innumerable pieces. 
It was the first fruits of the Crawford law in 
Cook County, and such a riddance may well 
make glad the hearts of every good citizen 
and friend of honest, reputable, and clean 
polities. 

But the good work of the day was more 
positive than negative. The duty which de- 
volved upon the convention really began and 
ended with the nomination of a ticket. There 
was no occasion to formulate a political creed 
or pass judgment upon any general issue ot 
the period. All that belongs to State and 
National conventions. Not a single resolu- 
tion with any bearing upon platform work 
wis so much as introduced. No occasion 
arose for the appointment of a committee on 
resolutions, nor was any committee of any 
kind created, which was a very unusual 
thing. The one contest for membership of 
the convention, the Lake delegation, was 

wisely settled by the convention as‘a whole, 
without the reference of the matter to a 
committee, and the labors of the day, begun 
with promptness, were carried forward with 
unflagging energy, albeit without unseemly 
haste. 

The nominations formed three classes prac- 
tically. First came the Judges, second the 
general political offices, and third the Coun- 
ty Commissionerships, Judge Knickerbocker 
of the Probate Court was renominated by ac- 
clamation. ‘The three other Judges whose 
terms expire next fall, and who were candi- 
dates for renomination— Williamson, 
thony, and Hawes—were easily renominated. 
Each had an opponent, but the opposition 
was too light to be even interesting. Messrs. 
Hanecy, Ball, and McDaid developed a lit- 
tle local strength, but that was all. The few 


‘scattering votes picked up here and there 
were given to keep their respective friends 


amiable, well knowing that there was no 
danger of defeating the present incumbents.

Tathill is 
very well known to the voters of Cook Coun- 
ty, elty and country, as a man fully to be 
trusted with the ermine and worthy the com- 
panionship of such candidates as Judges 
Knickerbocker, Hawes, Anthony, William- 
son, and Loomis. 

When the judicial business was over a 
rustle of expectancy went through the audi- 
ence. Everybody seemed to feel that the 
real contest was beginning or rather had at 
last reached its culmination, First came the 
nomination for Sheriff. No third candidate 
entered the lists, and it was evident that one 
round would end the mill. Mr. Stephens’ 
friends had urged him to draw out in advance 
and thus retain, if possible, the Oriminal 
Court Clerkship. Fortunately he was not 
content to hold the fort and courted a crush- 
ing victory. In Mr: Matson the Republic- 
ans of Cook County have a candidate for 
Sheriff who possesses in an eminent degree 
the qualifications necessary for the right dis- 
charge of the weighty duties ot Sheriff of a 
county embracing nearly a million people. 

The nomination of Col. George R. Davis 
for County Treasurer, which followed next, 
was in the same line precisely as that of Mr. 
Matson for Sheriff. His opponents—Sam 
B. Raymond and Louis Hutt were not per- 
sonally objectionable, but their names —un- 


dervedly, as we think—were associated with 


that of Mr. Stephens, and they shared his 
defeat. 

Mr. Wulff of the Town of Jefferson, who 
was nominated for County Clerk, is a Ger- 
man of some prominence and good standing. 
It was conceded that the nomination should 
go to the Germans, and that of Clerk of the 
Probate Court to the Irish. There was a dis- 
position in the strong American wards ‘to 


nominate Mr. Senne, but as Mr. Wulff was 


the evident choice of the Germans the prize 
fell to him. 

Notwithstanding his fate as a candidate for 
Sheriff, Mr. Stephens was put forward for 
the place he now occupies, but the conven- 
tion had the good sense to take up a new 
man, James H. Gilbert of the Fourth Ward, 
quite well and favorably known as 4 dadmg 
member of the reform Council some years 
ago. He will prove a popular candidate and 
a faithful officer. Mr. Sennott, who has Deen 
Clerk of the Probate Court only one term, 
had fairly earned the indorsement of a re- 
nomination, and was freely accorded it. He 
is an Eighth Ward man, but not.of ine Ste- 
phens faction, The only remaining general 
office was County Superintendent of Public 
Schools, and A. G. Lane has done so well in 
that position that he was renominated by 
acclamation. 

By the time the genera! ticket was made 
up and it came to the County Commissioner- 
ships the convention was very tired, and, 
with the exception of Murry Nelson of the 
South Division and J. Frank Aldrich of Hyde 
Park, the nominees were very little: known. 
The delegates were too tired and hot to 
be critical, and they knew 80 little 
about the candidates presented that 
for the most part it was shooting at random 
to vote at all. The North and West Side 
delegatious had been so absorbed in the pre- 
ceeding fights that when it came to County 
Commissioners they were all at sea. The 
South Side had two candidates, each very 
well known, and short work was made of 
choosing between them. Murry Nelson is 
one of the best and most favorably known 
business-men of Chicago. The First and 
Fourth Wards, inclusive, were united, or 
nearly so, in his support, and the Fifth Ward 
again put forward Eddie Wall, who was 
so badly yet justly beaten last fall. The 
convention was in no mood to repeat the 
folly of 1885. A better selection could not 
have been made than Mr. Nelson, who is pe- 
culiarly well adapted to do a great and ur- 
gently-needed reform work in the Cook 
County Board. Of the other nominees it 
will be time enough to speak when they are 
better known, except of ‘Mr. Aldrich, who is 
morally certain to be elected, and who isa 
young man of marked ability and of high 
character. Mr. Aldrich is a son of the late 
Hon. William Aldrich, , 

The campaign will be a long one for Cook 
County. For more than two months the 
ticket now in the field will be before the 
public. Ample time will be given for the 
people to fully inform themselves as to the 
character of it in all its details, and the very 
fact that such would be the case exercised a 
wholesome influence upon the convention 
and ought to insure an exceptionally large 
majority at the polls. If it should be found 
that any mistake has been made in the ticket 
there will be time enough to rectify it. 
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ALLIED FREE-WHISKY PARTIES. 
In the convention of Prohibitionists from 
the First, Second, Third, and Fourth Illinois 
Congressional Districts Mr. Charles L. Jenks 
propounded a query as to the duty of a thira- 


part yite living in a district where there was 


no hope of, the election of a Prohibitionist, 
and where the runping of one would certainly 
defeat the Republican candidate and elect a 
Democrat known as an open and warm sym- 
pathizer with the saloon element. The con- 
vention decided by a unanimous vote that 
prohibition candidates must be supported 
even when the certain result was the triumph 
of the tree-whisky party, or, as the resolu- 
tion evasively put it, the assembled Prohibi- 
tionists declare themselves opposed to 
affiliation with either. the Republican. or 
Democratic party.” Is this the lan- 
guage ot honest men, devoted, as they claim, 
to a great moral purpose? What do they 
mean by saying they are opposed to affilia- 
tion with either party when in the same 
breath they pledge ‘themselves to play into 
the hands of the free-whisky Democracy, 
give its saloon candidates indirect support, 
and help them to victory by decoying and 
drawing away Republican votes? Is this 
“good Lord, good Devil” resolution a sam- 
ple of prohibition honesty or logic? Are 
not Prohibitionists, like other men, sup- 
posed in law and in morals to intend the 
natural vonsequences of their acts and de- 
nied credit for honesty and consistency when 
they. profess one doctrine and give actual 
support to the opposit ? 

Despite their transparently false assertion 
that they will not affiliate with either of the 
old parties the IIlinois Prohibitionists have 
entered into a practical alliance with the 
Democracy and bound themselves to assist in 
the election even of open and warm sym- 
pathizers with the saloon element.” One 
mode of effecting an affiliation or coalition is 
for two factions to unite openly and directly 
} in the support of candidates, and another is 
for the two to ally themselves secretly and 
work for the same ends while masquerading 
before the public as in opposition. The lat- 
ter is the method chosen by the Prohibition- 
ists. They are not to be regarded merely as 
blind, unthinking zealots whose vaulting am- 
bition overleaps itself and falls on the other 


side, but when purposely and deliberately | 


assisting in the election of saloon candidates 
they make themselves allies of the rum

issue on the liquor question in this State is 
made up by the actual politieal parties, and 
the Prohibitionists in common with all other 
citizens must say yea or nay. If not in fa- 
vor of high license, local option, and other 
practicable restrictive measures they must be 
against them, and when their own success is 
impossible they can aid in the election of sa- 
loon candidates in accordance with their de- 
clared intent only by assuming the responsi- 


| bility of doing what they can to bring about 


an era of free whisky. And this is what the 
Prohibitionists declare to be their purpose! 
The Illinois Prohibitionists intend to 
assist in the election of saloon Democrats to 
repeal the present temperance laws and 
bring about a period of free liquor, drunken- 
ness, and debauchery in the hope that one 
extreme may lead to the other and a rum- 
soaked State may be compelled to declare for 
absolute prohibition. Adopting the de- 
moralizing, jesuitical doctrine that the end 
justifies the means they propose general free 
whisky as the first step towards prohibition. 
Like the fanatical Leonard of Ohio, who 
declared that rather than tolerate high 
license he would. put barrels.of whisky on 
every street corner, knock in the heads, and 
furnish the public with dippers, they pro- 
pose a general saturnalia of drunkenness as 
the best means of converting the public to a 
belief in coercive teetotalism. They intend 
to throw the thing wide open” and multi- 
ply all the erime, poverty,, and horrors of 
intemperance in the hope that good may 
come” of the experiment. Fanaticism like 
this is beyond the reach of reason, and it 
only remains to be seen how many crack- 
brained supporters the free-whisky party can 
find among the Prohibitionists of Illinois. 


The fact that Mr. Ingham ‘was not nomi- 
nated for the County Judgeship yesterday 
will not change the favorable impression 
which this gentleman, has made upon all re- 
spectable and law-abiding citizens of Chicago 
by his masterly: effort. in behalf of law and 
order during the recent Anarchists’ trial. 
Had he been nominated it Would have been a 
deserved recognition of popular obligation, 
and he would have filled the position with 
exceptional ability. As it was apparent he 
could not be nominated before the convention 
met Mr. Ingham did wisely in declining to 
be a candidate. Whatever may have been 
the reasons that impelled the convention to 
make another choice, it is to be hoped it was 
not induced to reject him through any mo- 
tive of cowardice. The Republican party 
cannot afford to taboo men because in a crisis 
of grave danger they came boldly forward 
and lent their services to the support of the 
law and fearlesly stood between the people 
and an organization of armed assasins plot- 
ting murder and incendiarism. Republicans 
had far better sacrifice their ticket than to 
occupy any position which looks like com- 
promising with Anarchistic sympathy, or as 
if they feared loss of votes in certain sections 
of the city. It is to be hoped, therefore, 
that this was not the reason, and that some 
good and sufficient motive may be assigned 
for the action of the convention. In any 
event, his failure to receive the nomination 
will pot affect the high and dignified posi- 
tion Mr. Ingham holds, while it certainly 
will not lessen the debt of gratitude due to 
him from all good citizens regardless of 
party. 

While regretting his loss, THe TRIBvuNE 
has every reason to congratulate Republicans 
that so good ‘a candidate was chosen for the 
Judgeship. Mr. Loomis has filled the posi- 
tion in the past to the satisfaction of the 
whole community, and he may be relied upon 
to do so again. He will defeat his old op- 
ponent, Prendergast, should he. be renomi- 
nated, by a decisive majority, and he will 
make an excellent Judge as well as a non- 
partisan official in his administration of the 
Election law. If there fs any sincerity in 
the cry of ‘‘reélect deserving Judges” 
Judge Loomis is as well entitled to profit by 
it as Judge Prendergast. 

THE BURCH DIVORCE CASE. 

The bill which has been filed by Mrs. Har- 
riet Corhing Burch Morgan to break the will 
of the late Isaac H. Burch will inevitably re- 
call to the old residents of Chicago the 
famous divorce suit which Mr. Burch brought 
in 1860 to free himself from his wife, Mary 
W. Turner, niece of the Hon. Erastus Corn- 
ing of Albany, N. T. No trial since that 
time in Chicago, not even excepting that of 
the Anarchists, has made such a sensation. 
In 1860 Chicago was a small city compared 
with her present dimensions. ISaac H. Burch, 
then a prominent banker, and occupying 


‘| what was then a palatial residence on Mich- 


igan avenue, though it would not count for 
much now, was known to almost every resi- 
dent of the city. Equally well known was 
David Stuart, both as a lawyer and man of 
the world, and when Mr. Burch’s declaration 
charged his wife with committing adultery 
with him all Chieago was wild with excite- 
ment. The whole city was divided at once 
into two. factions. The newspaper press 
boldly espoused the cause of one or the other 
Without. waiting for testimony. Families 
divided on the question of guilt. To have 
tried the case in Chicago Would have raised 
something like a civil war, so bitter was the 
partisan feeling. 

The quiet little country town of 3 
ville, Du Page County, at that time remote 
from railroad and telegraph, was chosen as 
the scene of this thrilling domestic drama, 
and long before the day fixed for the open- 
ing of the case the partisans were on the 
ground to arrange the preliminaries. The 
retention of lawyers in this suit was some- 
thing extraordinary, and there were many 
celebrated names among them. On the 
Bureh side were Hoyne, Miller & Lewis, 
Walker, Van Arman & Dexter, and Edward 
Isham of Chicago, and Judge Allen, W. D. 
Barry, Vallette & Cody, Hobson & Haight, 
and Walker Blanchard of Du Pageand Kane 
Counties. On the Mrs. Burch side were 
Judge Beckwith, O. H. Browning of Quincy, 
John F. Farnsworth, R. N. Murray, Barney 
G. Caulfield, E. W. Smith, and George Sedg- 
wick. These were the leaders, and they had 
a goodly followmg. Scores of prominent 
citizens of Chicago were arrayed on the 
Burch side. Erastus Corning came on from 
Albany at the head of a crowd of New York 
Central Railroad magnates, bringing barreis 
of money with them and full of fight. In 
their rear came the John C. Heenan combi- 
nation of plug-uglies and bruisers. They re- 
mained in Chicago some time, treating the 
sporting population to sparring exhibitions 
in Bryan Hall and painting the town red. It 
was freely charged that these roughs were 
brought here by the Cornimg influence and 


retained, here for the purpese of making a 


descent upon Naperville in case of an 


emergency during the trial, as was more 


than once threatened. It was a harvest- 
time for lawyers of any ability, for retainer 
fees were distributed all over Northeastern 
Illinois to prevent engagement by one side or 
the other. There were but two taverns in 
Naperville at that time. One of these, the 
Preémption House, which made some pre- 


tensions to roominess, good food, and gen- | 


waa en outright os long as 
the trial lasted by the Corning faction, and 
no guest was admitted to it who did not first 


declare that his sympatiiies were for Mrs. 


Bureh. It was the headquarters of her fac- 
tion. The lawyers who worked for her, the 
reporters who wrote for her, the laymen who 
canvassed for her had no reason to complain 
and no bills to pay. They lived on the fat of 
the land and were envied by the Bureh par- 
tisans who had to be content with the other 
hostelry, a shabby little affair, where they 
suffered the maximum of discomfort. Whea- 
ton, the nearest. telegraph station, was sev- 
eral miles away, but the Mrs. Burch crowd 
provided relays of cutters which carried the 
reporters’ dispatches and saved them the dis- 
comfort of . facing the bitterly cold winds 
which swept over the shelterless prairie in- 
tervening. The Burch reporters had to 
make their own arrangements, but were 
never scooped. 

Never was a trial conducted like this one. 
The partisans sat in the little court-room and 
scowled at each other. Reporters were 
threatened with personal castigation by some 
of the brawny lawyers who had no immediate 
connection with the case. Nocturnal visita- 
tions were made to the court-room and dep- 
ositions ruled out by the court, some of 
them slightly salacious, found ‘their way into 
print. After the second day the jury went 
to sleep. Evidently their minds were made 


up. Any way, further proceedings failed to 


interest them. They were not confined to 
any one place, but had the free run of Naper- 


ville. They were invited to tea by the Burch. 


partisans of the village and to card parties 
by the, other side. Female blandishments 
aud masculine persuasions were lavished 
upon them. ‘The offense of Mrs. Burch was 
held up as a warning in Sunday-schools and 
the barbarities of Mr. Burch were condemned 
in evening meetings.. There were sermons 
in the Burch and anti-Burch churehes. There 
were Burch and anti-Burch oyster suppers. 
Much missionary work was done on each side. 
Fresh bouquets were found on reporters’ tables 
each morning, evidently not from the hands of 
the rigid and unromantic Bureh. Little souve- 
nirs also found their way mysteriously to the 
possession ofreporters and jurymen. It wasa 
highly popular trial. The court had little 
to do with it, the lawyers still less. It was 
tried outdoors by the partisans, and as the 
Mrs. Bureh partisans were in a handsome 
majority and had abundant barrels they won 
the day. 

While the partisans were thus at work in 
Naperville Chicago was in a ferment. The 
papers printed verbatim reports, .a rare 
achievement for those days. Bulletins were 
read by huge crowds. When Robert Wilson, 
Harvey Colvin, John Ayer, and a dozen 
other heavy-weights went down to Naper- 
ville to bolster up David Stuart’s reputation, 
after his dramatie scene of denial, a crowd 
saw them off at the depot. They were in 
the village but one night, but they painted it 


vermilion, though they had to borrow money 


to get home with, owing to the unceremonious 
manner in which they were stripped by the 
New York Central fellows at poker. After 
the verdict the Mrs. Burch crowd came to 
Chicago with flying colors and were met by 
an enormous assemblage at the depot. There 
was a festive procession to the Tremont 
House, There were bands of music. Fire- 
works blazed and people cheered. There 
were a few who were sober. Thus ended 
the great trial. It was soon forgotten, for 
in a few days came the news of secession in 
the South and Chicago was shouting The 
Battle-Cry of Freedom.” It was a National 
diverce case whose proceedings = people 
oblivious 0 all other events. 


NATURE'S CLOSE CALCULATIONS. 

Prof. E. W. Claypole’s paper on Buffalo 
and Chicago, read a few days ago before the 
American Association for the Advancement 
of Science, contamed a suggestion which goes 
to show what narrow margins Nature some 
times makes in her geographical and-geo- 
logical arrangements. It also shows what a 
narrow escape Chicago has had from a flood 
that would have revealed no friendly Ararat 
and that would have discouraged the most 
resolute of doves on its quest for terra-firma. 
The Professor’s statement in brief is that 
the great lakes are banked upon a table land 
about 600 feet above the sea, and that the 
drainage flows over the dam at Black Rock, 
the lowest point. Hence a dam twenty-five 
feet high across the river at Black Rock 
would be sufficient to throw’ the waters of 
the upper lakes into the Mississippi by the 
[flinois River. The Professor complacently 
stated that the result of this would be to 
annihilate the St. Lawrence River, make 
Buffalo the head of navigation, and Chicago 
the outlet. In other words, the conditions 
of Chieago and Buffalo would have been 


completely reversed had the rim of the basin 


at Black Rock been originally a few feet 
higher. 

The Professor states the results crowing 
out of this with all the enthusiasm of a sci- 
entist and at the same time with a reckless 
disregard for the comfort of people at this 
end of the route which is somewhat exas- 
perating. ‘‘ Possibly the difference to the 
“world might have been slight,” Ne says, 
but Chicago would have had the great 
„river.“ But what would Chicago have 
done with the great river? Apparently it 
would have made no difference with Buffalo 
whether she was at the head or the tail of 


» the lake system. She is a quiet old town 


that would get along just as well without 
Niagara, the St. Lawrence, and the canals 
as with them. But what would Chicago 
have done with such an embarrassment of 
wealth in the way of water? Clearly noth- 
ing, except to submit to the inevitable and 
drowned ont. Instead of being the grea 
place of summer resort she would have been 
a watering place upon the hugest scale ever 
known. Instead of being the livest city on 
the top of the earth she would have reposed 
at the bottom of a vast inland sea, visible 
only to romantic fishermen, like those buried 
cities whose bells are heard tolling up 
through the depths of the Rhine as even- 
ing steals on, The great flood of waters, 
scorning the Chicago ditch and the Des- 
plaines River, would have swept over. our 
present marshy site with a rush. There 
would have been no Stock-Yards, no crib, 
no palatial hotels, no colossal warehouses 
and office buildings, no Carter Harrison, no 
Yerkes cable road and no need for a Story 
injunction, no great fire, no Anarchists, no 
County Convention, no Exposition, no sew- 
erage problem to settle, no need of turning 
the Chicago River: backwards. It would 
have ran the other way without.the slightest 
difficulty. As the great rush of water sped 
onward, meeting no hills, mountains, or 
rocks in its course, the supposititious river 
would have buried the corn-fields of Illinois 
out of sight, and fishing would have been 
excellent all along the line of her railroads. 
If the people of the Mississippi Valley are 
exposed every spring to mundations because 
the banks of their river are unable to contain 
the accumulations of the winter’s ice and 


snow fed into it by its tributaries, what 
would become 6f them with the great lakes 
pouring their huge volume into it? Where 


, 
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— St. Louis, 1 50 Vicksburg, and 


New Orleans be? What would become of 
the rice swamps, sugar-plantations, and cot- 
ton-fields? If the Eads jetties are steadily 
traveling every year further and further 
towards the Gulf of Mexico under compara- 


tively slight provecation, where would they. 


be found after the great lakes had made one 
plunge at them ? 

We can contemplate Bultate as the head of 
navigation with complacency. We could be 
reconciled to the loss of Niagara and the 
idiots who are trying to swim its rapids and 
whirlpools, and to our separation from the 
troublesome Kanucks by a little dried-up 
ditch, but we cannot think unmoved of what 
might have happened had the rim of the 
Black Rock basin been originally a few feet 


higher, or had the Queenstown ridge #sen 


more rapidly after the glacial depression, or 
had the Mackinaw Channel been unlocked 
before the outlet from Lake Ontario was free 
from ice, or had anything else oceurred which 
did not occur. We are glad that Nature al- 
ways knows what she is about, and that she 
did not make an error in her exceedingly 
close calculation when she set about arrangy 
ing the water-shed of the lakes and the big 
dam of Niagara in such a way that Chicago 
should be where she is and flourish amazingly 
in consequence thereof.

THE COURT DECIDES TO SUSTAIN THE 
WILL OF JESSE HOYT. 


An Estate of $7,000,000 Now to Be Divided 
Meeting of hing Cutters, Who Re- 
solve to Fig “e Ma An 
Engineers A pt to Crawl Into the 
Fursace—Another Man Jumps Off the 
Brooklyn Bridge—Irving and Terry on 
Their Way Home. 

New Yoru, Aug. 28.—([Special.}]—Surrogate 
Rollins today decided that the will of Jesse 
Hoyt was properly made, by a man of good 
testamentary capacity, and free from undue 
influence. e confirmed its probate. The 
estate of $7. 000 will now be divided as Mr. 
Host wished it. Jesse Hoyt died Aug. 14. 
1882. Among the provisions of bis will was a 
direction to nis executors to set aside $1,250,000 
for the use of bis wife during her lifetime. 
Mra Hoyt was also empowered to dispose of 
$750,000 by will, The remaining $500,000 was 
to go to the children of Alfred M. Hoyt, 
Reuben Hoyt, and James H. Hoyt. Mr. Hoyt 
also directed nis executors to set aside 
$1,260,000 for the use of his daughter, 
Mary Irene Hoyt, during ber life. Upon 
ner denth this was to go to children 
of Mr. Hoyt’s brothers. Other specific be- 
quests were given to relatives, and tho residue 
of the estate was given to tue executors in 
trust for Samuel N., Alfred M., and Reuben 
Hoyt, and the daughter of James Hoyt, in 
equal shares. The will was dated June 26, 
1882. Nov. 9, 1882, the contest over the will

who was not satisfied with the part of the will 
that concerned her. She said that two broth- 
ers of ber father, Alfred M. Hoyt and Samuel 
N. Hoyt, and two of the executors of the will 
had aided in procuring her incarcerdtion June 
6, 1882, in an insane asy/um at Frankford, Pa. 
She was brought back from the asyium after 
her father’s death, but after the will was 
read was removed again to the asylum. 
Sue charged that undue influence had been 
used upon the decedent by his brothers 
Samuel and Alfred, and that be was without 
testamentary capacity. Then began a contest 
remarkable for the amount of the interest 
involved, the noted lawyers who. took part 
in the proceedings, the eccentric actions of 
the contestant, and the duration of the trial 
of the cause. Numerous bearings went oa be- 
fore the Surrogate, covering a period of several 
years, and evidence was piled up filling four 
immense volumes. Senator Evarts, Joseph H. 
Choate, ENhu Root, and other distinguisbed 
lawyers looked alter the interests of the pro- 
ponents as counsel. Mies Hoyt was change- 
able in her treatment of the lawyers on 
her side, Roscoe Conkling at one 
time was leading counsel in the case 
for her. The final arguments were 
made, however, in her behalf by Cen. Butier 
ana Gen. Koger A. Pryor. The opinion of 
Surrogate Rollins is long and exhaustive, cov- 
ering ail the points raised carefully. The Sur- 
rogate, after discusuing the by pothetical ques- 
tions put to Dr. Frank H. Hamilton and Dr. 
Louis A. Sayre by concestant’s counsel, to put 
in doubt the testating vapacity, gives as bis 
opinion that it would be very unsafe, in the 
face of ail other testimony, both medical and 
lay, to make that of the physicians who were 
called especially as experts the foundation of 
a judgment as to the power and activity of 
the decedent's mind. From the evidence there 
was no tuch distarbance or impuirment of the 


mental facu ties of Jessie Hoyt as to inca-

The Clothing Cutters’ Troubles. 

The lockout of the clothing cutters by tne 
clothing manufacturers, althougu ordered by 
the manuiacturers’ association to go into 
effect Monday, began early today, when a num- 
ber of the manufacturers paid off their cutters 
and informed them that they could come back 
to work Monday but not as union men. In 
tne afterneon the Cloihing Cutters Union 
heid a secret meeting. The piace was 
crowded with cutiers, and there were 4180 
present deiegates from the Tauors', Basters’, 
and Buttounholemakers’ Uuvions, who had 
come to pledge to the cutters the support of 
their Various Organizations. Of all the work- 


ing men the cutters are supposed to be best 


able to hold out against a lockout or a strike, 
as many of them average $40 a week 
in wages. 80 those who attended the 
weeting, and there were over 1.000, 
were enthusiastic, and deciared that they 
would never leave their union, but would com- 
pel the manufacturers to yield to their de- 
mands. They passed a set of resoluuons stat- 
ing that as the Manufacturers’ Association had 
ordered a lockout of ail union cutters em- 
pioyed in the shops of the members of the asso- 
ciation, and as the busses were uow resorting to 
the despicable trick of offering bribes to union 
men toreturn to work Monday aa non-union 
men, the clothing cutters of New York and 
viciuity denounced the action as unworthy of 
large manufacturers, and pledged then selves to 
stand out until sued time as they sbuli be able 
to retuin to work as union men. Mr. Schne.der, 
the delegate to the Central Labor Union, said 
that there were only 212 non-union ciothing 
cutters in this country and Canada, and as 800 
men are locked out the manuiacturers cannot 
possibiy be success ul.

and established himself as an agent of Eastern 
manufacturers of engines and boilers. After- 
wards be was an associate in the firm of James, 
Roche & Spencer, and met with some success, 
but lost ali tis savings in the great fire of 1871. 


| Be was elected a Representative. from the 


Thirteenth Ward 10 1876, and served one term 
in the Legisiature that enacted the law for the 
collection of back taxes in Chicago and chose 
David Davis United States Senator. 

Mr. Roche has been eminentiy successful in 
his work. The business of the Chicago house 
in equipping ear shops and manufacturing es- 
tablishments has grown under Bis administra- 
tion from nothmmeness to $700,000 a year. The 
~ firm has a very extensive railroad trade that 
has been built up largely by the agency 
of Mr. Recte, who bas taken railroad 
contracts for the house from Maine 
to California. He bas never been a 
candidate for office since his service in the 
Legislature, but, while 9 rare execu- 
tive ability as a large-minded successful 
merchant, he bas. always been known as a 
stanch, reliable Republitan. Working nis 
way up from the mass of the daily toliers for 
bread he is in hearty sympathy with the work- 
ime classes and a warm advocate of the rights 
of labering men, An active, positive, ag- 
gressive force in the business world, a large 
taxpayer, and thorouguly identified with the 
real-estate, manufacturmg, and mercantile 
interests of Chicago, be is a worthy represent- 
tive of the men who will — the future des- 
tinies of this city.

As soon as that pair of prize 
packages found they were certain of the nom- 
ination they began measures to make up a 
ticket that would strengthen them before the 
people. They do not admit this, but the pro- 
ceedings of the convention show it. One of 
the first ‘agreements appears to have been 
to renominate the old Judges. Then 
to give R. S. Tuthill the other nomination and 
at the same time satisty the Twelfth Ward 
Mason B. Loomis had to be taken up for 
County Judge, and the decision as to him was 
reached very easily, because he is a strong, 


} clean man. in addition to that, George C. Ing- 


bam’s friends had failed tu bring a singie town 
tato the convention for him, and bis nomina- 
tion was therefore deemed to be out of the 
question. Before the convention met it was 
generally known that these nominations would 
be made, and that public sentiment was bebind 
them was shown by the large votes that all of 
them received. It was feared at one time that 
there might be some hitch over the nomination 
of Judge Hawes, inasmuch as Hanecy 
was backed by some of those who were natur- 
ally im favor of the old Judges. but these 
fears were shown to be groundless when 
Hawes easily catwe in a winner with 229 votes 
to 118 for Hanecy. Indeed, the nomination of 
Judge Williamson, which preceded it, led the 
way to the renomination of the old Judges, and 
showed that the undoubted sentiment of the 
party was running strongly in that direction. 
The enthusiasm over the renomination of the 
old Judges was very great, but not so loudly 
expressed as when Matson fenowed Jack Ste- 
pheus under to the tune of of 248 to 82. The 
shouts and cheers which foliowed the announce- 
ment were absolutely deafening, while 
bats, coats, and fans went fiy- 
mg through the air at 11 lively 
rate. A similar scene occurred when Davis 
followed up with his victory over Raymond, 
showing 237 votes to 59 for the latter. The 
vote was a complete surprise to Raymond's 
friends, who bad believed he would get a large 
vote from the South Side, As soon as Matson 
and Davis were nominated they began exert- 
ing the influence openly which up to that time 
had not been shown on the surface. Their in- 
fluence was most notably feit in the nomina- 
tion for County Clerk. When the Raymond 
and Stepbeus’ forces found they bad been 
beaten backin the fight for the main offices 
they attempted to raliy in favor of Chariey 
Gross of the Second Ward, and by bis 
nomination get something 
deal. In this they were encouraged 
by the Fourteenth Ward delegation 
as well as others. Davis and Matson, how- 
ever, thought it would strengthen the ticket to 
put up a country German.

Raymond discovered yes- 
torday morning that he could not 
possibly carry all his votes over to 
Stephens, and for that reason asked 
him to get out of the way. The same 
proposition came from the other side, but 
Stephens was obetinate. It was then deter- 
mined to leave bim out altogether.

This was agreed to, Col. Taylor withdrawing 
his motion. 

J. A. Stoddard, on behalf of the contesting 
delegation, said that the contestants claimed, 
first, that the poll-list of Precinct No. 2 did 
not contain the residences of voters as required 
by Sec. 8 of the Crawford law; second, that 
many of the persons who voted in that pre- 
cinct were not qualified voters; third, 
that the objections of ochaliengers were 
disregarded at the polls and unqualified 
persons allowed to vote. The sitting delega- 
tion bad disregarded the rules laid down by 
the Town Ceutral Committee. 1f the Second 
Precinct were thrown out, as it should be, the 
contestants had the majority of the votes cast. 

Col. Taylor of the First Ward asked how 
many votes had been cast in that precinct. 

Mr. Stoddard said that the whole number 
cast in Precinct No. 2 was 613, of which 503 
were for the sitting delegation. The whole 
majority claimed by the other side was 144, 
and if these illegal votes were thrown out the 
contestants bad a large majority. 

D. C. Chase, on behalf of the sitting delega- 
tion, said the delegates he spoke for had been 
elected under the rules laid down by the Cook 
County Central Committee; that the Town 
Committee had adopted rules to suit them- 
selves. It was not true that the residences 
were not on the poill-list, and even if it were 
this convention had nothing to do with that. 
That was a matter for the courts to settle, if 
the law were not carried out. Challenges, he 
held, were fairly considered. 

Of the total votes cast in the five districts the

720. Eleven judges signed for tne delegation 
and four for the contestants.

‘A WEEK IN WALL STREET 


A MINIMUM OF BUSINESS ON THE 
STOCK EXCHANGE, 


The Money Market the Chief Topic of Dis- 
cussion—A Decrease in Deposits and & 
Flow of Money West Compel a Further 
Contraction of Loans—An Earlier Grain 
Movement the Cause for This—Stocks 


Likely. 
| New Tonk, Aug. 28.—(Special.]—The Times 
financial article says: Business has dwindled 
away to a minimum on the stock exchange. A 
market where over 700,000 shares have been 
dealt in daily for days together yesterday 
recorded only about 65,000. No other day in 
the fast week was so light as this, but they 
were light enough to make everybody con- 
cerned very weary and much disgusted. There 
was some sembiance ot activity when prices 
were declining in the first half ot it, but sup- 
porting orders in two or three of the prom)- 
nent stocks checked the decline, and with that 
business fell away. It might be argued 
from this that tne only way the mar- 
ket can de got out of the rut 
of stagnation is by another decline. ‘The prin- 
cipal topic of discussion is still tde money 
market. Yesterday’s bank statement showed 
the same general conditions prevailing. The 
heavy decrease again in deposits, with the loss 
of legal-tenders, indicated that the drain of 
money away from this ventre continues, and, 
to meet it, the banks have made a further con- 
traction of loansto the extent of $5,750,000. 
Thus in this way they have kept their reserve 
up, which shows no practical change from the 
previous week. The surplus over the legal 25 


por cent reserve is about $6,000,000, but one 


bank has it nearly all, so that the banks as 4 
body are really downto the dead line. It is 
stated that the bank which has the 
surplus is not lending money on the 
street, but is putting it into 
good commercial paper, upon which the rates 
at this time are rawer bigh. 
of loans has now reached nearly $16,000,000 in 


about three weeks, and yet money is not 
abundant. It bas loaned at an average of 6 


per cent on the exchange through the week, 
and it made a 


brief spurt toward the close yesterday to 10 
per cent. The banks uniformly demand 6 per 
cent both on call and on time. 

Regarded from one point of view these facts 
would look very bearish for stock speculation, 
since if the drain westward continues and te 


banks have to meet it in the same way the 
calimg of loans must continue, and that par- 
aiyzes bull operations. On the otner hand, it 
appears that with three weeks of such vigor 
ous contraction as we have had the market has 
declined comparatively little, and the drop 
which it had when first scared by the scramble 
for money bas been partiaily recovered from. 
It might therefore be argued that if it has 
stood the contraction process so well up to this 
time it ought to be able to stand 
what may reasonably be expected in 
the same direction for the next month. 
Every one seems to concede that chere is bo 
danger to the market with money to be bad as 
much as wanted at 6 per cent. At the worst 
it only checks speculation on the bull side and 
keeps the market dull while waiting for the 
time when the return flow of money will begin 
and rates go lower. The chances seem to be 
in favor of an active, though not stringent, 
money market. Apart from the bond calls. 
which operate mainiy as a safety-vaive, acting 
vigorously only when the pressure passes a 
certain point, were is the relief from the gold 
imports. A great deal of gold will 
arrive on the incoming steamers, 
and it is thought by the bankers 
that the amount coming within the next few 
days will make money easier this week. 
Future importations depend upon Many cir- 
cumstances not easy to forecast. The con- 
tinuance of the demands from the West and 
the degree of their urgency are matters of 
chief consideration. As these demands are, 
rouehiy speaxing, the measure of the activity 
of trade, it is to be considered that the usual 
fall movement of grain bas begun this year 
earlier than usual and therefore may be more 
evenly spread through the fail montus. Or- 
dinarily the great movement does not get 
headway till September and generally reaches 
ite hight in October, the mouth when the St. 
Paul road showed such heavy earnings last 


year. 
This time the movement of grain, principally 
wheat, has made the month of Augast an ex- 
traordinarily busy one for the railroads and for 
everybody concerned direetiy or indirectiy in 
the trausportaton of merchandise. This in- 
éiades the banks, especially the Western bar ks, 
through whiob the distribution of the ne.tes- 
sary money to move the stuff is made. It, 
then, the great grain movement be spread out 
through thirteen or fourteen weeks, instead of 
peing. concentrated into about nine, the de- 
mand for money to do the work may be more 
even. Instead of a big demand coming with a 
rush in September and October, causing a sud- 
den and large drain upon the New York banks, 
it may happen that so much of the grain mov- 
ing will have already deen done that no 
more urgency of demand will be felt 
later than bas already been felt in 
August, and money will continue com- 
paratively steady at the same rates. Last 
‘year our banks were so loaded up with idle 
money that even the beavy calls of September 
and October from the West were insufficient to 
make a ‘ripple in the money market. Fora 
time call loans were 3 per cent, but that only 
spasmodioaliy. Were the like demands to 
come this year a very different state of affairs 
would be the result. The effect would be just 
what the street feels a trifle nervous about 
now. Money would ron up to killing rates for 
a time and the stock market would suffer cor- 
respondingiy. Whether there will be an in- 
crease later in the present large movement of 
grain no One can say positively one way or 
the other. It can only be said that the chances 


| seem against it, for the reasons already stated. 


If it did come it would be as the result of an 
increased demand from abroad, and that is no 
bear arcuwent outside of the temporary ef- 
» fect on the money market. 

It is certain there is a good and growing de- 
mand now for our grain; not enough to raise 
prices while the fresh supplies are being 
poured On the markets so freely from first 
bands, but enough to deplete the large stores 
at the sbipping points and keep railroads and 
steamships busy. This is due to a shortage in 
tho crops of the chief consuming countries of 
Europe, whieh comes at a time when the stores 
there bad run down rather low. Of course the 
railroads are making good earnings out of this 
condition of things. They seem to be making 
more than they are, because the weekly pub- 
lished reports make comparison with last year, 
when with very many of them it was bard work 
to earn interest, to say nothing of dividends. 
The weekly increases shown cenvey an idea of 
immensely increasing prosperity, and this en- 
genders the erroneous idea that the ratio of 
increase will continue, 

Some of the Western roads are largely swell- 
ing their earnings by the carriage of construo- 
tion material, as they are nearly all doing 
more or less new buiiding. What they derive 
from this source will continue while the work 
goes on, but comparisons of earnings will be- 
gin in a week or two with the few months of 
last year when earnings ran up large with 
these rounds, and in the trunk lines with the 
time when full rates were restored. We shall 
then see whether the ratio of increase con- 
tinues. If it does then it will surely appear 

| that business this year is increasing month by 
month in volume; and though it is done now 
on a small margin of profit, larger profits 
must inevitably follow. About this, however, 
no one can do more than guess, and one man’s 
guess is as good as another's. 

Meantime, it is certain that the trunk lines 
are not very bappy in their pooling arrange- 
ments, and the Pennsylvania, having forced 
the Baltimore & Ohio out of the west-bound 
pool, bas virtually given notice that it must 
bave the pooling arrangements radicaliy 
revised if it continues in the combination. The

Instructions to Inspectors as to the Man- 
nor of Collecting It. 

Wasurnoron, D. C., Aug. 28.—The Commis- 

sioner of Internal Revenue has prepared a set 


ot regulations concerning the manufacture of 


oleomargarine under the internal-revenue 
laws, which will be sent to all Collectors for 
their guidance, the chief features of which are

Manufacturers are required to file a bond with 
the collectors in the districts where their facto- 
ries are located for an amount to be fixed by the 
collectors of not less than $5,000. Inventories 
are also required which shall be open to the in- 
spection of internal revenue agents, showing ail 
materials used in the manufacture of oleomar- 
garine, and make monthly returns in duplicate 
rom their books as to materials and products. 
The manufacturer is also required to display a 
sign on his factory giving his full name and busi- 
ness and the number of his factory, which shall 
be designated by the Collector. olesale deal- 
ers will keep a Kk and make monthly return 
showing the oleomargarine received by them an 
mw received, and to whom sold or deliv- 
ered. Minute directions are given for stamping, 
2 canceling, and numbering each origi- 
nal package in conformity with law, and the use 
of tin in packing by manufacturers is forbidden 
except upon special permission of the Commis- 
sioner. ach retailer's wooden or paper pack- 
age must have, besides the name and address of 
the dealer printed or branded thereon in letters 
not less than one-quarter of an inch square, the 
word Oleomargaärine and the quantity in 
pounds contained therein written or printed 
thereon, 
Oleomargarine imported from foreign countries

tion. It now feels called upon to explain and 
defend what it does and what it doesn’t do to- 
wards cutting down the surplus. W. L. Tren- 
holm, Controller of the Currency, was asked 
today, What woud be the effect of calling all 
the 8 per cent bonds, as some of the financiers 
are demanding?” 

“It would wipe out the National banks even 
faster than they are now going. We «et 


notices every Gay of these banks thrcwing up ) 


their charters and going back to State banking. 
Here is one now. It has just come in. That 
is not a good thing. The public needs these 
National banks. They form the safest and 
best banking system we ever bad.“ 

** What proportion of the 3 per cents are held 
by the National banks?” 

About seven-eighths of them.” 

“Where is the other eighth held?“ 

„Most of them by other 
porations of one kind and another. The cali- 
ing of bonds is largely a matter of Treasury 
boonkeeping, so far as the money part of it is 
concerned. I am astonished at the position 
that some of the so-called financiers take on 
this subject. Men who ought to know better 
actually think that when $10,000,000 of 
bonds are called $10,000,000 of money is re- 
leased from the Treasury and put in circuia- 
tion. Instead of that very often a large sum 
is taken irom general circulation in the coun- 
try and piled up in New Tork.“ 

„How is that?” 

„ Why in this way: We will say for instance 
that a certain bank has $100,000 in 3 per 
cent bonds. These bonds are called. That 
bank its obliged to buy 4 per cents, 
we will say. How does it do this? It costs 
$125,000 to wet $100,000 in 4 per cents. The 
bank takes $25,000 out of its funds and sends 
it with adratt for. $100.000 on the Treasury, 
which it gets for its 8 per cents, and forwards 
these to New xork with an order 10 buy 4 per 
cent bonds. In this way $26,000 is taken from 
the available funds of the bank and plied up 
io New York. I imegine that some of the 
Western members who voted for the Morrison 
resolution did not understand this. Large 
bond calls will have a tendency to make money 
stringent in the country at large and plenty in 
New Tork.“ 

“There was a stringency in the money mar- 
ket before the calls began, was there not!“ 

There was a slight strinmeney in New York. 
But in the country at large Money was more 
plenty than in yeare past. I had a stete- 
ment prepared showing just. how this 
stood. This shows that in the United 
States at iarge there was in June, 
1886, $111,000,000 more in deposits than in 
Juae, 1885. But in New York there was 
$1,000,000 less. The calis that have beeo made 
immediateiy relieved this closeness in New 
York just where it was needed, In the coun- 
try at large there ie no lack of money. Gold 
has been coming in from every quarter and in 
every conceivable way. It bas not been 
shipped here so much as it bas been brought 
in small quantities. We have been having a 
better class of emigrants than formerly. and 
they have generally brought money with them. 
All these sums in the aggregate have made a 
vast amount. 

Hunting Places for Constituents. 

Col. Morrison left for Illinois tonight and 
will probabiy remain there through the cam- 
paigon. He has had to trudge around the de- 
partmente during the hot weather finding 
pinces for his constituents, just like less infiu- 
ential Democratic members. He doesn't look 
for serious trouble in hie district this ear, but 
his supporters are more hearty woen they get 
their share of patronage. It has been under- 
stood in Washington that Morrison was more 
interested in the nominations tor State Sena- 
tor than in anything else this year. Repre- 
sentative Matson of Indiana bas joined Hol- 
man in piace-huoting. The Hoosier Demo- 
crate are the hungriest in Christendom, and 
the Congressmen who are seeking reéiection 
und that there is an enormous demand by the 
party workers.

TUEY ALL NRED MEDICINE. 
A Surprising Amount of Il Health iu Cer- 
tain Parts of lowa—Physical Disorders 


Commissioners have apparently concluded 


that., no matter what becomes of the Clark law, 


ites twin brother, the Pharmacy law, must be 
enforced if such a thing is possible. The prin- 
cipal obstacie in the way uf its enforcement 
seems to lie in the sale of beer by registered 
pharmacists. On a hot day, or when other 
conditions tending to produce thirst are favor- 
able, it is a difficult matter to persuade the 
average man—at least one who is accustomed 
to taking a nip occasionalily—that a giass 
of beer might not properly be swallowed 
“for the actual necessities of medicine.” 
The dietetic use of beer borders so closely 
upon its use as a beverage that itis not to be 
wondered at that sometimes the purchaser 
shuts bis eyes to the spirit of the application 
which be signs. Realizing this frailty of hu- 
man nature, the Commissioners last week is- 
sued a cautionary notice to pharmacists in re- 
gard to the sale of beer by them, and recent 
prosecutions of pharmacists who have friled 
to obey the spirit of the law will probably have 
a tendency to make them more cautious in 
the future. 

It is interest wm to note how a desire for beer 
affects an Iowa man— for what kind of diseases 
that liquor seems to bim to be a sovereign 
remedy. In the light of the revelations of this 
law tne Pharmacopeeia ought certainly to be 
revised, for it utteriy fails to give due prom 
nenace to the worth of this remedial agent. A 
druggist in a town of 3,000 inbabitantsin the 
northern part of che State requires all appli- 
cants for liquor to state for what special ** ne- 
cessity of medicine” the liquors

cation which they sign. Glancing over this 
druggist’s report for the last month, beer is 
found to bave been purchased as a remedy for 
tue following “ diseases *’: 

Loss of appetite, general debility, overheating, 
sour stom oolie, pains in stomach, ep 
tion, biliousness, headache, rheumatism, K- 
headache, ague, consumption, 

A majority of the patients were troubled 
with oss of appetite,” “general debility,” 
or “dyspepsia."’ For the first-named compla:nt 
thirty-three quarts of beer were required, 
while general debility demanded thirty-four 
quarts, and the dyspeptics forty-nine quarts. 
Sixty-nine quarts are reported as having been 
purchased tor family use.” 

Whisky also ap to be a remedy for 
about the same line of disorders, as the follow- 
ing list shows: 

Overheating, 6, loss of appetite, colds, pain 
in — ee en aye 
pepsia, sideache, general debility. 

Wine and brandy were both needed in cases 
of overheating, while alcohol was purchased 
by One man to cure corns, 

These facts are gleaned from the report of 
one druggist only, and, as the law does not re- 
quire that a record of this kind be kept, prob- 
ably but few druggists in the State take the 
trouble to inquire for what disorders the 
liquors purchased of them are used. Still, if 
the converse of the legal maxim, false in 
one false in all,“ is true, the above data are 
very suggestive. 

The heated term naturally increases the tre- 
quency with which the victims of these dis- 
orders are attacked. In one county of but 
25,000 population the sales for July were near- 
ly double those for June. To be exact, dur- 
ing’ June fourteen druggists sold 4,807 pints to 
1,428 applicants, and during July fi: teen drug- 
gists sold 8,670 pints to 2,254 applicants, or ar. 
the rate of neariy one-third of a pint to every 
man, woman, and child in the county. This, 
too, while in the principal town in tne county 
at least half a dozen saioons were 
running openly. It is stated upon authority 
which your correspundent has no reason for 
questioning that in some parts of the State 
there are private rooms connected with drug 
stores and fitted up with regular bars. One 
such place bas already been ciosed up by the 
Com missioners, and others are dem closely 
watched. In Benton County a committes of 
citizens had been investigating the drugwisets’ 
reports for July, and it is stated that one man 
signed forty-one applicanons for liquors dur- 
ing that month. A scheme which is worked in 
some iocaiities by purchasers who wish to 
screen themselves as much as possible is to 
sien the applications in such a manner that it 
is almost impossible to decipher the signature. 
Some specimens of chirography taken from 
these appiications would put to shame the 
efforts of Horace Greeley or any of the other 
masters of the art of execrabie ponmanship. 
Of course there are only occasional cases, as 
the applicants, for the most part, rely upou 
the saving virtues of the néecessities-of-med- 
icine” Glause, and as long as the druggist is 
willimg to take the chances they are agreed 
that he shall. 


CONFESSION OF A ROBBER, 


His Story Frees Several Honest Men from 
Suspicion. 

Derroit, Mich., Aug. 28.—[Special.}—May 
9, 1885, $2,455 was stolen from the cash drawer 
m Vincent J. Scott's bank. Mr. Scott sus- 
pected the teller and the other clerks, although 
there was no evidence to warrantit. Soott 
failed not long after tue robbery and Andrew 
McLellan was appoimted receiver. The teller 
and clerks, smarting under unjust suspicion, 
induced Mr. McLellan to investigate tho rob- 
bery. The mystery was cleared up today by 
Jonn Loewenstein, jester of the bank at the 
time of the robbery, © bas made a written 
confession. No one else is implicated. Loew- 
enstein went te Germany soon after the rob- 
bery, where he claimed to have fallen beir to 
a small estate.

The Devil's Mill Hopper. 

Gainesville (Fis.) Advocate: About five miles 
northwest of Gainesville is what is known as 
the Devil's Mill Bopper. It is a physical phe- 
nomenon of like nature as the sinka, but with 
more wonders. It is formed like a washbow!l, 
is several hundred feet in depth, and is at ail 
time filled with water to a certain hight, which 
spreads out at the basin of the bopper in the 
form of a lake which neither rises nor falls, 
notwithstanding the fact that some twenty 
streams are pouring their contents into it con- 
tinuously. These streams pour out of the 
sides of the hopper at various hights above the 
level of the water in the lace below, coming 
from no one knows where, as there is no sign 
of a stream anywhere upon for 
miles around. A remarkable feature of this 
wonderful siak consists in the fact that while 
for miles around the growth of timber is all 
pine, inside the hopper may be found timber 
growing of almost every cg obo by 
Florida soil. Trees of every d ption, from 
the diminutive sapling to the mas- 
nolia, are thickly studded on all sides of the 
bopper.

Tobacco in France. 

Some interesting particulars are published 
by M. Paul Leroy-Beaulieu in the Economist 
Francaise with regard to the manufacture and 
consumption of tobacco in France. -He quotes 
official figures, which show that while the quan- 
tity of tobacco grown in France itself was 
about 19,200 tons in 1850, it has been gradually 
increasing until it is now nearly doubie that 
quantity, while the revenue which the State 
derives from it has increased from 23.555. 000 
to nearly 218, 000, 000. In other words, while 
the quantity of tobacco grown has only 
doubled, the profits or the State, or in

other words, of the manufacturers, have 


nearly quadrupled. The great increase 
in profit is explained by M. Paui Leroy-Beau- 
lieu upon the ground that the expense of 
manufacturing an additional quantity of 
tobacco is not anything like that of the first 
establishment of plant and material. The cul- 
tivation and manufacture of tobacco has been 
a Government monopoly since 1674, and, with 
the exception of a brief interval during the 
Hevolution, has remained so ever since. In 
this connection M. Paul Leroy-Beaulieu gives 
the following figures showing the quantity of 
tobacco consumed in the different countries of 
Europe, and the rate per 100 inbabitants is, 
according to him, as follows: Spain 110 pounds, 
Italy 128 pounds, Great Britain 138 pounds, 
Russia 182 pounds, Hungary 207 pounds, 
France 210 pounds, Denmark 224 pounds, Nor- 
wry 229 pounds, Austria 273 pounds, Germany 
836 pounds, Ho 448 pounds, and Belgium 
560 pounds. In other words, while in Spain 
little more than one pound per head is con- 
sumed, nearly double that quantity 1s con- 
sumed in France, three times as much in Ger- 
many, four times as much in Holland, and five 
times as mueh in Belgium.

A GIANT OF POLITICS. 


HE WHO MADE INDIANA’S RECORD | 


GLORIOUS DURING THE WAR. 


His Invinefbility in the Senate—A Courage 
Which Never Failed and Persistence 
Which Never Wavered—His Pitiful but 
Grand Struggle with Disease—One Scene 
in the Famous Electoral Commission 
Debate, 

From “ Ten Years Among the Senators.” Copy- 

righted, 1886, by John R. French. 
At the tender age of 4 Oliver P. Morton was 


left an orphan. A brief period in the common - 


schodis of his native State, four-years’ appren- 
tioeship at the hatter’s trade, two short years 
at an Ohio college, and a few months’ reading 
in a lawyer's office made up the sum of his 
preparation tor the business of life. When 
the War opened it found him, though he was 
but 87 years of age, the Chief-Magistrate ot 
his State, and it found him equal to the great 
emergency. , 

No man had an earlier or clearer appre- 
hension of thé magnitude of the conflict on 
whose verge we. stood and the tremendous is- 
sues involved. Of Titan mold, near to nature, 
elemental powers were his familiars. He had 
an instinctive sense of the awful forces that 
are unleashed by war. He knew that in che 
air, 80 still it would not stir the floating down, 
the fury of the tempest slept. 

In the halcyon days, amid delusive promises 
of peace, he saw that war was inevitable, and 


rose to the supreme hight of the occasion. In 


a speech the 22d of November, 1860, which 
rang through the country like a cail to arms, 
he said: 

“Seven years is but a day in the lifetime of 
a nation, ana I would rather come out ot a 
struggle at the end of that time defeated in 
arms, conceding independence to successful 


revolution, than to purchase present péace hy 
the concession of a principle that must in- 
evitably explode this Nation into small, dis- 
bonored fragments.“ 

He knew the uncertainties of war, its dread 
sacrifices, and declared that all these, thouch 
tollowed by defeat, were better than inaction 
or the compromise of a principle he deemed 
essential to the existence of any Republic on 
this continent. 

During the War Gov. Morton’s labors were 
herculean. Through four long years of 
gigantic warfare his unparalleled executive 
ability attracted the admiration of the whole 
country. He foresaw and providéd for every 
contingency. Au quptas were filled upon the 
call; and again and again he raised troops be- 
fore they were called for, so upon a telegram 
from Washington regiments were on their 
mareb before answer even had reached the 
department at the Capital. 

Indiana was largely settled by Southern em- 
igration, and in no non-slaveholding State 
was there more of sympathy with the Re- 
bellion. Yetto hold with a strong hand this 
post of greatest danger was to the cause of 
the Union of most vital importance. It was 
the grand centrai fort of the Union line. With 
any other man in charge heaven only knows 
what would have been the final result. 
Under Gov. Morton’s Administration treason 
was kept down, and more than 200,- 
000 troops were mustered and sent to 
the field, 19,000 officers put in commission, 
arms, clothing, camps, and camp equipage 
supplied, soldiers’ bomes erected, sanitary 
commissions and soldiers’ pay agencies organ- 
ized. He personally supervised every detail 
of this immense work. He bade each regiment 
that left the State Good-by with words of 
cheer and encouragement, and with rare ex- 
ceptions was present to welcome them home 
when, with worn and thinned ranks, they re- 
turned only atthe ciose of the conflict. He 
anticipated and supplied every want of the 
Indiana soldier. He xept bimselt informed of 
the location of every regiment, and wherever 
a soldier of his State followed the flag or 
pitched bis tent, whether on the Potomac or 
the Mississippi, under the pines of the Caro- 
linas or in the savannahs of the Southwest, he 
was the object of his care. After every battle 
where Indiana soldiers fought, ere the smoke 
was lifted from the carnage, his surgeons and 
nurses, with an abundance of sanitary stores 
and medicines, were at hand, and usually the 
Governor himself was among the first to 
reach the field. 

When treacherous conspiracy spread through 
his State, resulting in a political revolution of 
ail the offices except his own, and a hostile 
Legisiature adjourned without appropriating 
money with which to carry on the State Goy- 
ernment; be borrowed $2,000,000 on his per- 
sonal assurance of payment, provided for the 

risons and the asylums, and at the front kept 
ndjana’s assignment full. 

Large brained, large framed, and brawny 
muscled, his vigorous health, freedom of mo- 
tion, physical independence, munly presence 
were his joy and pride in those days of his 
Governorsbip, and a part ot that full endow- 
ment of mind ana body which gave him com- 
manding rank. But the burden cast upon him 
was too much for even his gigantic strength, ana 
at life's meridian he was stricken with paraly- 
sis. He accepted his lot without repining. 
What to another would bave been a warning 
to quit active service, and an excuse for rest, 
to bim was the occasion of increased exertion 
and mental activity. The broken sword only 
made the combat closer. 

From the Chief Magistracy of his State Mr. 
Morton passed to the Senate Chamber, where 
tor ten years, though in one hopeless struggle 
with incurable disease, and daily carried to bis 
seat by two strong men, from that seat he led 
the debates of that great body, and more than 
any other man shaped the legislation of that 
period. He shirked no labor; left no duty un- 
performed. He accepted more than his share 
of the work of the committee-room, and in 
all great conflicts carried twe burden of de- 
bate. 3 

As a debater he was an athlete trained down 
to clean muscle. In speech, careless of the 
graces of oratory and polish of style, bis ear 
nestness enchained attention, his directness 
carried conviction, and the strength of his 
statement@and the force of his logic were all 
above the belp of art. 

Among the bravest in assault, be never lost 
bope in defeat; if outvoted in some cherished 
measure, true statesman that he was, keeping 
his grand purpose in view, he resoiutely rallied 
nis friends and sought its accomplishment 
through such other ways as might still be 
open. A fellow-Senator well remarked that it 
might be said ot Senator Morton, as it was of 
the Knights of St. * in the boly wars: 

In the forefront of every battle was seen 
bis burnished mail, and in the gloomy rear of 
every retreat was beard his voice of constancy 
and of courage.” 

Mr. Morton was aman of sincere and earnest 
convictiops and ot most resolute purpose. It 
was during that exciting debate, lasting 
through anxious weeks, preceding the organ 1 
zation of the Electoral Commission, and on one 
of its closing days, that Senator Morton gave 
the Senate a grana demonstration of the power 
of mind over matter; of such a will as his over 
even palsied limbs. He was drawing toward 
tne close of bis argument in support of some 
proposition which be considered of vital mo- 
ment. His whole soul was pulsating with a 
realization of the importance of tne occasion. 
in hushed silence a full Senate listened, 
while crowded galleries enger waited 
on every word of the mighty argu- 
ment. The aroused giant, gathering new in- 
spiration from his great audience, his clear 
vuice with fuller tone swept through higher

pac galleries, with no support, every nerve 
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grand and complete proportions and closed 
great political career of Oliver P. Morton. 

His integrity was spotiess. While Governor, 
millions passed through his hands. As Senator 
he had votes to give, and votes to withhold, 
where other millions were involved. But he 
lived in the most frugal manner, and died com- 
paratively poor. Simple in his manner, frugal 
in his habits, he maintained, through a life de- 
voted to the public service, an honorable pov- 
erty, content to support the dignity of official 
position upon the emolument which the law 
assigned to it. Itis here that the people who 
knew and loved him—who knew his modest 
habite at home, and in Washington, bis life- 
long poverty ju an era of rapidly accumulating 
weaith—it is here that they have planted a 
white stone, and every contribution to his 
honor will cluster about it as the best and 
— enduring foundation of his immortal 

ame, 

He had a hand of welcome: and a heart of 
sympathy for all, and of most sweet affecnon 
tor his family. It was a pleasant sight to see 
his two 4 of rare beauty, come into 
the Senate Chamber, as was their occasional: 
habit, and quietly make their way to his seat, 
often as it would happen when the father was 


io the midst of warm debate, and stand there, 


one on either side of his chair, as he went 
on with his ponderous argument; in the inter- 
vais, when waiting for question or reply, 
throwing his arms lovingly about them. It 
was a sight rare in the Senate, but it did not 
detract a bit from tne dignity of the place, nor 
jar the orderly decorum of the proceedings. 
The massive, grand figure of the father, always 
sedate, for he was always in earnest, with the 
two boys standing close on either hand, their 
full, expressive eyes turned ia loving admira- 
tion upon the father, and that beautiful Senate 
Chamber. with ite nearly eighty stately Sena- 
tors, for background and frame. It was a 
picture never to be forgotten and worthy of 
preservation by a master's brusb. 

He was a man who inetinctively caught the 
feeling of the masses, and was a rare interpre- 
ter of the publicsentiment. He knew the peo- 
ple and the people knew bim. He was meir 
trusted leader ana their bravest organizer. He 
was one of those great men upon whom Abra- 
bam Lincoln leaned and found support. 

Oliver P. Morton sprang from the people. 
The people never forgot him; neither did he 
ever forget a behest of theirs; hence his im- 
mense power as an organizer of the people in 
times of deep agitation. With few of the ac- 
complisbments of education, with none of the 
adornments of rhetorical art, this great, 
earnest man became the ablest debater 
of his Nation's. Senate. With none 
of the fortuitous circumstances of powerfu 
family, combination of weaith, or affiliation of 
great interests, he was foremostin politival 
power. He loved liberty and justice with all 
the force of bis great soul, and se loved the 
Union of these States that Justice and Liberty 
might bave a strong ally among the nations of 
the earth. He was sincere in sentiment and 


pure in practice; his tireless devouon in life | 


attested the one; his death in poverty sealed 
the assurance of the other. 

Oliver P. Morton was indeed a partisan; 
frank and open as te was positive and per- 
sistent. Instinct and experience had taught 
im that organization was essential to the 
triumph of ang political principle or the suc 
cessful administration ot a popular govern- 
ment. He was ambitioust, but blessed is the 
memory of him whose pa nship and whose 
ambition is at one with the best aspirations of 
humanity, whose death is a loss to the weak, 
and whose grave is wet with the tears of the 
humble and despised. 


New Economic Association. 

An American correspondent of the Winter- 
thur Landbote of Canton Zurich gives an ac- 
count ofa new economic association recentiy 
started in this country, the object of which is 
to develop the Social Democratic theories plus 
the vecalog, much upon the lines of such 
men as Lange and the late Old Catholic Pro- 
fessor Huber of Munich. Nearly all its mem- 
bers, 182 in number, are men of science, and 
chiefly professors of political economy in va- 
rious States of the Union. The entire system 
of political economy and the doctrine of the 
State as taughtin the scnools is characterized 
by the Economie Association as walking still 
in children’s shoes,” and tobe “in need of 
new and deeper research, not founded upon 
speculative theories, but built upon the facts 
established by statistics aud experience. A 
common dec! is shortly to be published 
by these new American Kethedersozialisten, 
which will deal with the foliowmg points: The 
effect of the half-day work system upon the 
worker; the normal workday; employment of 
women in factories and worksbops; rent in the 
United States; limitation of the franchise as a 
method of reform in the local administration, 
and the silver question. 


A Great Irrigating Scheme. 

The Rising Sun (Moutana) of last week fur- 
nisbea the following interesting information 
about the Sun River Canal, a most important 
irrigating enterprise under way ia this county: 
„J. D. MeJntyre, Chief Engineerof the Sun 
River Canal, was in town Monday. He in- 
formed us that the water is now running 
through the Teton Canal tor a distance of 
eleven miles, The canal will be completed in 
a week to the flume east of Priest's butte. He 
is now running three camps below the nume, 
with about thirty teams and sixty men. The 
big lake reservoir will be eleven miles square, 
and have an average depth of about twenty- 
five feet. It is calculated that it will irrigate

The 
great flume east of Priest's butte will be a mile 
in length and cost between $16,000 and $20,000. 
The Sun River Canal Company have already 
expended nearly $50,000 for canal purposes in 
Choteau County, and willexpend much more. 
They are developing one of the grandest sys- 
tems of irrigation in the Northwest, and one 
that will add millions of dollars to the taxable 
valuation of Choteau County in a tew years,”

The young man’s Chicago career ¢éul- 
minated last January in a concert given 
by him at the Madison Street Theatre, 
which many people wil remember, and 
most of the tickets for which, by the way, 
were disposed of by the same valuable little 
friend who had secured him his first pupil.

Then, with commenda- 
ble discernment, be quitted the arena while his 
glory was at its zenith, deserting che scene for 
New York, after innumerable affecting fare- 
wells. There was a wild rumor of his subse- 
quent début in grand opera in Eau Claire, but 
bis triends set it down asa cavard, and tue 
bitterness of the many heartaches suffered may 
be imaginea when the Eastern newspapers an- 
nounced the departure of this idol of Chicago 
society women for Europe. 

Had the thrilling events of this phenomenal 
musical career ended at this point this long 
store of the young man’s Chicago 
ex poriences would never have been 
penned, and his subsequent ones, which 
alone render them interesting, may be very 
succinctly chronicied. He had not been 
abroad two weeks when the cable dispatches 
began to speak of a wonderful ** American 
tenor.“ as the discerning English critics styled 
this unquestionable baritone. Praises unstint- 
ed were bestowed upon him, and presentiy so- 
cial successes were added to his artistic tri- 
umphs. From ali accounts Mrs. Mackay toox 
the young man under her especial charge, and 
at all of her numerous pleasant entertain- 
ments the young American was there to be 
honored. Only recently the Eastern journals 
gave a giowing account of a magnificent 
three-days’ fete given by Mrs. Mackay 
in Paris. Sbe took ber guests across the 
Channel in a steamer s ally chartered for 


the young Chicago baritone, whose relatives, 
by the way, reside in New York. The climax 
was reached 
when it was chronicied in Tae Tarsune that 
the young man had been staying at the coun- 
try residence of a British nobleman, where the 
Princess of Wales was devoting the best part 
of her evenings to playing his accompaniments 
(including, possibly, the one for the little gem 
about the clover blossoms). For a three 
months’ sojourn in England this was not bad, 
and it is gratifying to have 
emphatical seal of approval’ set upon the 
taste of Chicago lacies by so distinguished a 
personage, And it is possible that if her Roy- 
al Higbness were aware that she owed the

PLA rn, Pa., Aug. 27.—|Special Cor- 
res dondence.— It is decidedly the bandsom- 
est country place in America.” :

“Why that English name?” 

„After one of the seats of the Duke of 
Buckingbam in Engiand, who is the friend and 
was the host abroad of the owner of this charm- 
ing place.“ 

We were driving, afriead and I, from the 


‘pretty station at Bryn Mawr, about fifteen 


wiles out of town, over to the country house 
phia’s publisher and philanthropist. The place 
lies about a mile from the station. A plank 
footway. laid down at Mr. Childs’ expense, but 
used altogether as a pubjic walk, extends the 
entire distance. The roadway was a trifle 
duaty, but as hard asa turopike, and bits of 
it gaze upoa as fine scenery, peaceful and 
bright, as one could wish to 8e. 
Mr. Childs’ hedge runs along the road 
for a distance of perhaps half a mile. The 
great granit gateway, that is the chief en- 
trance to the grounds, is flanked on each 
side by an immense granit vase, in which 
bricht-hued flowers bloomed. On the right 
is the lodge, a pretty brick structure in tne 
oid colonial style. Flowers bloomed all about 
it, and the wails were almost hidden with ivy 
in which numberless birds twittered. The 
drive, winding through the lawn, thorougbiy 
English in its ‘beauty, led up to Mr. Callds' 
residence. 

The house stands on the side of a bill, over 
looking Bryn Mawr’s smiling valley. Across 
the front runs a broad terrace, dotted bere and 
there with rare and curious plants. Broad 
granit steps lead. down to the lawn. On the 
rigbt is the cochere. The architecture is 
eolonial. o attempt has been made ino its 
building to imoress one with any sense of 
costliness or splendor. The bouse is not too 
there is no straining for theatrical 
effect, there is nothing gurish in the color- 
ing or outré in the arrangement. Repose and 
comfort are the qualities that strike one most 
strongiy, just as tney do in the contemplation 
of old English bomes. One enters through a 
great mahogany doorway. The door is so big 
that it is cut in halves, the lower section opeu- 
ing like a gate.

Money has been laid out lavisaly to secure this 
delicious homelike repose, and a master hand 
and a refined taste are clearly shown in all the 
arrangements, Hardly any two rooms are fur- 
nished alike. The decorators were given carte 
blanche as to cost, but strictly forbidden to 
indulge in the eccentricities that mar the 
homes of 80 many men of immense wealth 
but imperfect taste. Books, pictures, and rare 
treasures ot Vertu fill every nook and corner, 
for the host bas friends in every country who 
are constantly sending bim beautiful and cu- 
is known as a lib- 
eral and judicious purchaser of unique and 
artistic gems. 

The dining-room is, as one might expect it 
to be, one of the brightest and most beautiful 
of all the apartments in this mansion of har- 
mony and refinement. It is charmingly ap- 
pointed, and from its great windows one ob- 
tains a beautiful view of the lovely country 
round about. Mostof the gems of porcelain 
and china and silver and gold that make Mr. 
Childs” table service one of the costliest and 
most splendid of all in the country are here, 
and are brought into use as occasion requires. 
It would be absurd, indeed, for Mr. Childs to 
leave them in town, for Wooton is really his 
home. He goes out early iu May and does not 
return until about Christmas-tide. One winter 
be remained there altogether, and may do 80 
again this year, entertaining there as sumptu- 
ously as he would in town. 

A part of the summer, indeed, he spends at 
Sea Cliff villa, his charming place at Elberon, 
across the way from Mr. Pullman's of Chica- 
go. He is so conservative a business-man, 
however, that be rarely remains away from his 
office more than three days in the week even

The temptation, however, 
is very strong, for he is obliged. to sit reasona- 
bly close, since the apron oeeupies the position 
for which it was attended, and it comes very 
naturai for skiliful white hands to touch awk- 
ward brown hands when there is such a good 
excuse; and bere it may be remarked that 
some of the knowing men, after being once 
aided in this manner, are inexcusably stupid 
and make the same mistake over and over 
again. 

Even when the tyros are doing their best 
there is room for a vast amount of amuse- 
ment. Nearly every man in the room is as 
awkward in his general attitude as can be 
easily imagined, and most of them look as 
though life and death depended upon their 
efforts. Here is a chapin a bigh collar; be can 
barely see over it when his head is erect, and bis 
efforts to foous his eyes on bis work without 
cutting his throat are decidediy funny. 
Next to him sits a man, who has been trying for 
ten minutes to thread nis needle, and, judging 
by the way be goes at it, the merriment of tne 
company will be prolonged for some time. On 
the other side of the room is a left-handed man 
who is making heroic attempts to make prog- 
ress, and working backward as well as left- 
banded, to the infinit amusement of every girl 
within seeing distance. The degrees and vari- 
ties of awkwardness are limited only by the 
number of sewers. Probably out of the whole 
number there wiil be not more than one or 
two who go at the work with anything like 
method or skill, and even their efforts are so 
nearly on a par with the little girl taking her 
first lesson that the exhibition is usually more 
amusing than the out-and-out awkwardness of 
the others. When All are done the aprons are 
banded to the judges for inspection, and after 
their decision the prizes &re awarded. Matoh- 
safes, scarfpings, ete., are the proper thing for 
the first and second prizes, while the booby 
prize is usually a treatise on embroidery or 
something equally interesting to the masculine 
mind.

‘ ‘VWkelibood, by feeding on their own kind at 
that. Ido not believe those who have tried 
fishing for the bass in Lake Giles have baited 
with young black bass. It is haraly probable, as 
no angier, unless by way of experiment, woulda 
think ot doing such a thing. I may be wrong, 
but 1am of the opinion that these bass are 
feeamg on their own young, in the absence of 
‘gufficient quantities of. other natural food in 
the lake. It they are, the fact may be pretty 
certainly established by a day’s fishing in the 
lake with bass fry of this spring's hatcuing for 
bait. I would a.most make an affidavit that 
some big specimens of the epicurean old moss- 
backs will de taken. It so, the proper thing to 
be done in the lake is to replenish it with min- 
nos and crayfish. If thorough experiment 
with young bass for bait does not result in the 
hooking of adults, let them alone. They, will 
get over their sulks, and the chances are that 
next season, if not during the coming fall's 
fishing, they will respond to the angier’s efforts 
satisfactorily. 
“Lev no game fish ever gave rise to so 
much disappointment to anglers as the black 
bass, and for this reason I never recommend 
any one who is a novice in the sport to go to 
any particular place to trygt.

I never have any difficulty in killing 
a8 many dass as I want to in a day’s sport, and 
I use a fly babitually—a small fiy on a small 
hook, and the same rod, line. and reel that I 
use on a trout stream. lam not afraid of the 
biggest bass that swims with that same featner- 
weight tackle. I discovered early in my bass- 
fishing experience that the black bass does not 
as a rule rise to the suriace after the fly. as 

the trout and salmon do. Ignorance of that 

um t fact is one reason why fly fishermen, 
with recollections of the trout or salmon 
Stream, and using their jure accordimgly, have 
no success with bass, and vote it a humbug. 
Locality also bas much to do with determining 
the best killing flies, as well as baits. That 

‘gpebial flies for particular waters are neces- 
sary seems to have been placed beyond all 

question by experience. in streams, early in 
the season, light-colored, white and gray, and 
bright tinsel-bodied flies are the most success- 
ful, but later orange-bodied and green flies 
are probably the best. Ido not believe in the 
immense bunches of feathers that are sola in 
the tackie stores as bass flies. They are a de- 
lusion ana a snare to the angier, but not to the

Lam speaking now particularily of fishing in 
lakes. in streams the bass wiil rise to the fly 
like a trout, especially if it falls on the edge of 
ewift water, or of poois at the foot of dams or 
fails. I bave heard of instances where black 

have rushed clear of the water to meet 
the fly as itcomes down. Another peculiarity 
of fly-fishing for bass in running water is that 
the flies should be thrown abreast of the cur- 
rent. As they swing around with it the line 
‘should be kept taut and tiie files allowed to be 
carried with the water. When they have 
dropped to a position immediately below the 
angier he should draw them gently toward him, 
and if there is a bass within sight of the gaudy 
leaves be will immediately make his presence 
known with a rusu. Two or three casts witb- 
out a strike in such-localities are all wat the 
angler need make, That is enough to let bim 
know whether or not he is to have his labor 
for bis pains. 

“ Baits for black bass fishing are numerous 
and varied.

Mr. Green says 
that the trouble with too many who fish for 
bass is that their tackle is too coarse. ‘* The fish 
see through the fraud. The minnow is placed 
on the hook so that ne whisks around like a 
spoon, anc, of course, in that case the bait is 
no better than a spoon. The best tackle con- 
sists of a nine-foot leader, what is called a 
‘Grizzly King’ fly, above a minnow, so put on

That is my rig, and with that rig I can catch 
bass, The men who complain of poor black- 
bass fishing don't change cheir tackle often 
enough: the fish get on to it’ just as in base- 
balla club ‘gets on to’ a piteber.

THEY DO THEIR OWN BOUNCING. 


Young Men on Mr. Dana’s Staff Who Have 
Cultivated the Manly Art and Are Pre- 
pared to Rid the Office of Ubstreperous 
Visitors iA “Earthquake Fashion.” | 
New Yor«, Aug. 28.—([Special.]—It is prob- 

abie that the bulk of people regard the fight- 
ing editor as a creation of the bumorist’s 
fancy. Perhaps.beisso in a great measure. 
While persons who have seen Whitelaw Reid 
on borseback bave been impressed with his 
strupping and pugnacious appearanor, it is not 
recorded that he has ever physically chastised 
auybody. Neither is Mr. George Jones of the 
Times, nor the Rev. George H. Hepworth of 
the Heraid triumvirate, known as an, ating 
editor, though Mr. Hepworth bas a distinctly 
bull-dog build, particularly from the waist 
down. Similarly, among the army of subordi- 
nate editors of the New York journals, none 
enjoys peculiarly the reputaiion of being a 
fighter, or is known to be employed as such. 
Very likely a person entermg almost any of 
the New York newspaper offices, and bent upon 
behaving himself pugilisticaliy, wouid be en- 
countered by nobody in particular, but simply 
by such material as happened to be lying 
around. 

But in the Sun office there is an exceptional 
state of things. No doubt it is a coincidence, 
but the staff includes half a dozen young men 
who could slug bulis. They tell a story 
illustrative of the office. Mr. Dana sent out to 
City Editor Bogart for one of bis bright young 
men. One went in to Mr. Dana. The chief 
jooked at him rather peculiariy, said some- 
thing that seemed to the young man to be of 
no consequence, and politely dismissed him. 
A minute later Mr. Bogart got word to send in 
another bright youog man. This one also 
came out ot the chief's room with surprising 
promptuess, and a third and a fourth were dis- 
missed by the chief in the sume peculiar way. 
Mr. Dana himself appeared upon the heeis of 
the fourth He seemed to be somewhat 
agitated. Job. n,“ be remarked, leaning over 
the deskof that faithful and admirable lieu- 
tenant, and addressing bim in a restrained 
voice, “ this is a very surprising thing. Every 
one of the young men you bave seut in to me 


bas a black eye. The discoloration is most 


If there isa young man in this 
office Whose eyes are in a normal condition, let

The Sun young men got their black eres in 
the friendly siugging matcbes which * are held 
nightly in the great main editorial room after 
the paper bas gone to press. Years e 
magic hour of balf-past 1 a. m.—which is the 
hour when editorial work ceases on’ the Sun— 
this room was nightly transformed into a gym- 
nasium. A trapeze and a ball such as pugilists 
knock about were dropped from the ceiiimg, 
and for a couple of hours the young men regu- 
larly sweated over them. This lasted for a year 
or 80. Then, tiring of these particular forms 
of amusement, they took to piteh bean bags 
at a hole in a board, so that when at last they 
came to the boxing-gloves they entered upon 
the practice of the maniy art backed by the 
possession of abundant muscle. Toppy Ma- 
guire, the octogenarian pugilist, who has re- 
ported sporting matters on the Sun for twenty 
years, was their master. He 18 lively as a kit- 
ten and strong as a lion, notwithstanding his 
years, and be taught them ali tne tricks from 
the time of the great Mr. Figg, who was the 
instructor of Jack Sheppard. The young men 
used to go at it every night, uot in any half- 
hearted fashion, but hammer and tongs all 
over the stage. . 

It is said that Mr. Dana is very much pleased 
with the athletic cultivauon of his staff. He 
isaremarkabiy sturdy editor himself, and 
looks are deceitful if he could not easily out- 
box any two editors-in-chief that New York 
ean furnish. He is close upon the limit of 
years that the psalmist bas set for the life of 
man, but bis massive calves still bear him with 
the elastic spring of youth, and there beams 
through bis spectacies that peculiarly twink-

- Relics of the Great Tragedy. 
I saw the other day two of the most curious 
‘and interesting relics of the greatest tragedy 
in American history. They are the pistol with 
which John Wilkes Booth shot President Lin- 
coln and the dagger he held in his hand when 
he leaped from the box to the stage in the the- 
atre, crying, Sie semper tyraunis!“ These 
relics are preserved in a bureau of one ot the 
great departments of the Government, and 
with them is the bullet that struck Mr. Lincoln 
down. The pistol is the most interesting of 
the lot. It is one of the kind known as the 
Derringer, made in Philadelphia, which was 
very famous ail through the South ana Soutb- 
west thirty years ago. 
one in question is of beautiful work- 
mansbip. Its barrel is only two inches in 
length, and the bullet weighs about a quarter 
of an ounce. The entire length of the weapon 
is but four inehes. Its mounting is of silver, 
and the lock is one of the finest and most per- 
tect pieces of workmanship I bave ever seen, 
even in these weapons, which were very ex- 
pensive and elaborate. The bullet is much 
battered, and was evidently driven into the 
muzzle (for the pistol 1s a muzzie-loader) by 
the use of a mallet and iron loading rod. n- 
sidering the heavy charge of powder under the 
bullet, before it was fired, the latter must have 
been only half an nen from the muzzie, and 
could easily have been touched with one’s 
littie finger inserted into the barrel. The 
marks M the rifling in the barrel are clearly 
visibie on the bullet, which was very much

The canoeist looks upon the sculler as a mere 
racing animal, one much more at bome on the 
water than in it, and with a prodigious lack of 
all round training. The canoeist in & sbell 
would probabiy make but moderate time; the 
souller in a canoe race wouldn't stay there 
and would possibly furnish material for a 
funeral; that is if his friends succeeded in re- 
covering the body. Chicago has clubs of both 
classes of athletes, but her cance clubs have 
attracted little popular attention in the past, 
it may be because of the modesty of the gen- 
tlemen belonging to them.

I reach 
up, catch hold of the keel, and turn the canoe 
quickly. If I do this cleverly almost no water 
is in the boat, It is an odd way to express it, 
but it bas literally revolved on its cusbion of 
air. It is right side up and  tolerabily 
dry. Its paddle floats beside it. I have 
now to get in, secure my paddle, and renew 
the race. I reach over, take hoid of the right 
gunwale with my right band, of the left gun- 
wale with my left, lift myseif and balance for 
a second. I swing up evenis, throw my chest 


to the right as a balance, leaning far over, and 


rest my right bip on the left gunwale of the 
canoe.

There is another mode of getting back into 
the canoe after an upset.

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A GROUP OF VETERANS. 
Tt is apparent that the canoeist must be abso- 
lutely at home in the water, full of nerve, and 
full of resource. The thing makes men. They 


are a symmetrical-looking lot, clean limbed and 


well-muscied, the young men who haunt the 
boat- house at the foot of Thirty-ninth street. 
They are clear-eyed, and their skins are brown 
as berries. Their canoeing bas given them 4a 
contempt for dangers of the waves.

A REAL LIFE TRAGEDY, 


The Young Artist, Guest, and His Misera- 
ble Marriage. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 28.—[Special.|—When 
A. Waldo Guest fell dead in a saloon in this 
city one night last week from a powerful dose 
ot laudanum, taken with suicidal intent, the 
dead man was thought to be some ordinary 
tramp or poor victim of drink. Investigation 
has shown that he was an artist of cousiderabie 
note, belonging, to a family of weaith ana prom- 
inence in Michigan, from which he was sepa- 
rated because ot religious differences. The 
story of the brief and unfortunate ca- 
reer of the man is a sad romance in 
real life. His father is a well-to-do 
metrchant and landowner at Dexter, Mich. 
Waldo was an only son. He early developed a 
talent for portrait painting, which his father 
encouraged by sending him to leading art 
schools. He did not follow up the profession, 
however, but being of a roving temperament 
drifted about from place to piace, engaging in 
various kinds of business and occasionally 
painting a portrait of some prominent man 
which. brought him a good price. While in 
Kansas City he fell in love with a youne and 
bandsome Catholic girl. Until that time nis 
father bad frequently heiped him when in 
financial straits and he never wanted for 
money to live well. When he married the 
young girl, however, and a week or two after 
the wedding joined the Catholic Church at the 
request of his wife, his family became very in- 
dignant. His father, who is said to be a strict 
Presbyteriaa, was so displeased that he dis- 
owned him. 

Several years ago Guest came to Baltimore 
and opened a studio here. His father finally 
wrote to bim that if be wouid renounce the 
Catholic Church and leave his wife be would 
be welcomed home. It was about this time 
that the artist became very unhappy in his 
marital relations, because of hie wife having 
acquire a fondness for liquor. She was a 
bandsome and intelligent woman, and Guest 
was devoted to her. It distressed bim terribly 
to behold the woman for whom he had sacri- 
ficed so much becoming addicted to so terrible 
a vice. The habit grew upon her, and the pro- 
prietors of the hotels or boarding-houses 
would complain to the husband of bis wife's b. 
larious conduct when intoxicated. Guest nad 
become very popular with the Catholic ciergy 
of Baltimore, and painted portraits of Cardina! 
Giobons and several of the priests. He 
separated from his wife several times, and when 
she would recover from her drunken fits de 
would live with her again. For several days 
before Guest killed himself de appeared de- 
mented. When be left his wife the day of the 
suicide he told her that he was gomg to see 
Father Foley about painting his portrait. He 
wandered aimiesly about that afternoon, 
bought the laudanum and also some other 
deadly poison, stepped into a down-town sa- 
loon, swallowed the deadly draught, and fell 
dead before the bar. About midnight of the 
same night his wife, pale and baggara-looking, 
was found by a policeman standing at the edge 
of Bcwly’s Wharf as though about to jump 
overboard. She was taken to the City Hosp 
tal, and as she passed through the long corri¢ 
dor she was startled and hbuorrified to bebold 
her husband stretebed out dead, the body hav- 
ing just been brought in from the police sta- 
tion for a post-mortem examination. 

The father of the dead artist was tele- 
grapked, but even the death of bis son did not 
solten his heart. He telegrapbed back to sell 
the effects of his son to pay for the burial. 
The poor man’s scanty belongings would not 
have paid for a pine coffin, and in the paupers’ 
burying-ground lies the remains of the son of 
the unrelenting rich father. Sick, half-crazed, 
and poverty-strickea, the widow was sent to 
the poor-house. Other influential friends in 
the West of the unfortunate couple are being 
looked up, with the bope that they will furnisb 
assistance to the widow and give the remains 
of the dead artist better interment.

A DAY WITH THE BIRDS’ ON A NOR- 
WEGIAN rain. 


Long Shots Over Gilaciers—The “ Rypa’s” 
‘Wonderful Shyness — Sport in Which 


Only the Ardent Are Very, Likely to 


: of the Problems Which 
Stilt Puzzle and Rack the Brains of the 
Naturalists. -  . : 

_ OULD some one teil what 
— is unknown § concerning 
J N one bird éportsmen and 

a saturalists would be great- 
ly relieved. The lite-his- 
tory of the ptarmigan is 
a problem stiil unsolved: 
this “child of the mist 
and of the mountain tops 
inhabits regions beyond 

— the ken of scientists. In 
the Arctic regious, where ptarmigan have 
been observed (the sole feathered residents) 
atall the furthest points to which man has 


yet penetrated, they are content to dwell in the . 


valleys; high latitude in that case compensat- 
ing for the lofty altitudes they seek elsewbere. 


In all other countries their haunts are ex- 
ciusively confined to the most barren and in- 
accessible mountain peaks, where their hardy 
lives are spent amidst eternal snow and al- 
most eternal fog. And their habits are veiled 
in mystery almost as closely as are their homes 
in cloud. Naturalists still remain in the dark 
at to how any bird can subsist during the lous 
suniess months of an Arctic winter, when ail is 
deeply buried in frozen snow. Nor does even 
the exact définition of their various species ap- 
pear to be satisfactorily established, so singu- 
lar are their frequent changes of plumage, and 
so few the opportunities of observing them. 

The writer, 
Juiie at a little mountain station in Central 
Norway, was anxious to obtain a further ac- 
quaintance with the “fjeid-rypa,”’ which were 
said to be. fairly numerous on the surreunding 
nights. The first week in June was very coid, 
with frequent snow-showers, and a prelimina- 
ry attempt ended in failure; but June 9 broke 
tine—one of those magnificent days character- 
istic of the Northern summer, a biazing sun in 
a briiliantiy-blue atmosphere. We mage an 
early start--a Norwegian gentieman who kind- 
ly volunteered as guide and nmyseif—for the 
summit of the opposit snow-fields. Our route 
lay at first through the vast pine forests which 
cover the lower siopes Of the hills, and which 
reverberated with the frequent rattie of the 
woodpeckers—all three kinds, biack, green, 
and pied. It was a stiffish ciimb under that 
broiling sun, and we were fain to stop now and 
then and refresh ourselves witb a drink from 
the icy-cold burn whose precipitous course we 
were following. At last, atter ascend- 
ing some 2,500 feet, we reached the 
foot of a lovely Alpive vailey, where 
the “going” 
diversified by frequent bogs and water- 
courses. The pines here began to give place 
to the birch growth, and woodpeckers were 
replaced by ring-ouzels, bramblings, marsh- 
tits, and numberless colonies of .chattering 
fieidfares. But we saw no signs of wading 
birds. which we were anxious to fall in with, 
nor of red deer, which frequent these upland 
valleys. After ascendim@ for two or three 
miles, the valiey gradually narrowed down till 
it finally became lost among the snow slopes 
of che impending Tjelds, and from here an- 
other stiff climb was necessary in order to 
reach the actual summits. 

This last ascent (some 600 feet) proved to be 
the toughest dit ot work of all. Great part 
was over snow, and elsewhere the acclivity 
was so steep we had to climb on all-fours. 
banging on to projecting rocks, or to any hold 
we could get of the stunted heather, bieaberry, 
or dwarf juniper scrub which clothed the 
ground. Ali these plants bad a flattened, 
“squeezed ’’ appearance, caused by the snow, 
and a most remarkable instance of ** adapta- 
on was the growth of the dwarf birch, a 
tree growing actually horizontally. Many of 


these trees were of the thickness ofa man’s | 


leg. yet they never rose more than a 
few inches above the level of the 
ground. By the constant pressure of the 
superincumbent snow for eight months out of 
the twelve, this birch has learued to grow flat. 
its trunk and branches adapting their form ex- 
actly to the lie of the ground beneath them. 
The only branches that tended upwards were 
this year’s shoots, and even these will be 
trained along the ground by next Winter's 
snow. At length, after five bours’ labor, we 
sat down on the extreme summit; and what a 
panorama of wild grandeur lay before us! in. 
every direction, as far as the eye could reach, 
stretched: bheavenward the snow-streaked peaks 
of this wila mountain land: Here and there a 
lofty peak pierced the lower etrata of cloud, 
and in one direction the vast glaciers and un- 
scaied snowfields of the Justedal presented a 
sky-iine of unbroxen white. 

We immediately set about finding the object 
of our asceat—the ptarmigan, or Fjeid-rypa.”’ 
The feli-tops were of the wildest and most 
rugged description—about one-half covered 
with snow, .be rest a chaotac mass of tumbied 
rocks scattered in bewiidering confusion. The 
scant patches of open ground were overgrown 
with stunted ling d with a great variety of 
Alpine m “gaxifrages, cryptogams, and 
strange hard-leaved plants. Far some bours 
the only living creatures we saw were titlarks 
and wheatears, whose nests I found—the lat- 
ter, with its pale blue eggs, far in under a 
rock. There was also a pair of berring culls, 
breeding on asmail mountain lake, but not a 
ptarmigan could we see. | 


PTARMIGAN AT HOME. 

My companion, though well scqnainted with 
the winter haunts of the ptarmigan, bad un- 
luckily no knowledge of their summer habits, 
and, contrary to my ideas, insisted on keeping 
too low down on the hill. Here, when at last 
we did fall in with a rypa,“ it turned out te 
be the willow gouse, or ** Dal-rypa,;” quite a 
different species; though even of this Herr 8. 
would not be convinced till I followed up the 
bird and shot it. The Dalrypa is a bird 
closely resembling our red grouse, and fre- 
quents the woods on the fell sides. The ptar- 
migan, on the other band, is never found 80 
low down as the line where the small- 
est vestige of “scrub” can grow. We 
now searched carefully the rocky 
plateau of the extreme summit, but 
for some time withoat success. Lunch time 
arrived, and we sat down tired and empty- 
banded on the edge of a little mountain lake 
which formed as levely an Aipine picture as 
can be imagined. Along its centre the winter’s 
ice had given way, and under the pressure of 
the snow the jagged ice-edge in some places 
stood tipped up vertically in the air, in other 
places pressed down deep under water. Noth- 
ing could be more lovely than the delicate 
blues and greens of the submerged ice in that 
dark and eerie loch, set off by the rugged sur- 
roundings of grim rocks, bes ther, and snow. 


Here we were quietly enjoymg such Nor- 
wegian luxuries as smoked salmon, thin slices 
of polonies, hard-boiled eggs, and flad-bréd,”’ 
when suddenly a strange note aroused us to 
instant action. It was a low and singular 
croak, more like the note of a reptile than any- 
thing else; but I instantly recognized it as the 
voice of the prarmigan, and in a few seconds a 
single ** Field ry pa swept by, and with a gen- 
tie chorus of croaks perched on a high rock at 
some distance. After taking the exact bear- 
ings of his position with the utmost care, I 
proceeded to stalk him, but the attempt tailed; 
that igan was not destined to fall 
that day... Among that interminab‘ie confusion 
ot broken ridges und tumbied rocks, piled up 
in wild disorder, and whose contour altered 
from every fresh point of view, Itound it im- 
possible to recognize 

meval bowiders, bad the mortification 
of seeing the ptarmigan rise far behind me, 


therefore, when staying last. 


was somewhat easier, though 


Mattera, bowever, rapidly improved, for in 
the course the next two hours we fel! in 
with several ptarmigan. They invariably rose 
wild—far out of snot—but usualiy perched 
again within sight on some 
There 

difficulty in identifying 
as I had experienced at 
times 1 failed in precisely the same way. 

7 o'clock our spirits bad fallen to zero, and we 
determined to revive them by completing our 
interrupted lunch with just a dasa of “aqua 
vite.” Soon afterwards I managed to mark 
down a ouple of ptarmigau very accurately ; 
one was in @ favorable position on the 
edge ot as giacier, and just below a cu- 
riously shaped upright rock, which marked the 
place unmistakably. Yet when I. raised my 
eyes an inch or two clear 6f the ridge which 1 
knew immediately overhung his position I 
failed to see my friend, or, at any rate, to de- 
tect him. Certainly there was a small dark 
object exactiy where that Fjeld-rypa ought to 
have been, but anything less like a bird could 
hardly be. I was getting out my lass to scru- 
tine every inch of those rocks when— 
„ croak The rypa was gone, spinning away 
across the giacier! Yes, it bad been him all 


time with some of the earnestness of 


the time—that little dark object was bis 
rock, 


breast closely pressed down on the 

with which the gray and mottied plumage 
so admirably assimilated. He had got along 
start, but luck was at my elbow, and next mo- 
ment the ptarmigan dro | broken-wingead 
on the glacier, where I soon secured him, a 
fine, very dark-colored specimea. The com- 
panion bird I knew to be near at hand, and 
was just endeavoring to pick up my marks 
when once more the well-known “ Croak, 
croak” broke on my ear, and the second pta 
migan, which bad risen among the rocks above 
me (it bad so chanced that Herr B. was coming 
across that way to look for me), swept right 
overhead. As he smartly dipped down towards 
the glacier he offered a fine driving shot, which 
I accepted, and sent him stone-dead beadiong 
onto the sloping ice. Thus within five minutes 
I secured the pair, which had cost some dozen 
hours or more of bardish toil. Thesecond was 
a very banasome grizziy bird, much lighter 
in general color than the frst, and 
both proved to be cock birds. Their 


’ crops were filled with shoots and bite of stem 


of the bleaberry and otner mountain plants. 
On examining their slender bills and small 
weak feet and claws ove could not but wonder 
how such feeble creatures could possibly sur- 
vive a winter in these barren, ice-bound hights. 
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THIS IS WHERE HERR S, WANTED TO DESCEND. 
Having attained our object, we at once set 
about finding our way downwards—no easy 
matter—and many a severe joust we bad with 
ice, rocks, and snow. At one point my com- 
panion proposed that we should slide down a 
steep snow-slide. I looked at the place (the 
curving snow disappearedtrom view about 
twenty yards below where we stood, and did 
not reappear for at least 600 feet beneath) 
and turned away with asbudder. Eventually 
we succeeded in finding a slightiy more rational 
route to descend, and a little before midnight 
reached the station with my trophies and 
many pleasant and lasting memories of that 
day on a Norwegian Fjeid.—Pall Mall Gazette. 


The Temperature for Food, 

The following are the practical conclusions 
arrived at by Dr. Franz Spaeth: A tempera- 
ture of 104-122° Fahrenheit generally is the 
best for all foods and drinks, and where solid 
food 18 to be masticated it should not exceed 
95°. Fluids may be borne at 140-149° in small 
swallows if cold solids are eaten with them. 
The warming of the body, for which purpose 
hot drinks are sometimes taken, can be at- 
tained at temperatures which exceed the 
blood-heat (99.5° Fahrenheit) by 18-24° Fahren- 
heit, and the danger pain of bigher tem- 


-peratures are needless. People who suffer 


from stomach troubles, especially ulceration, 
should carefully avoid high temperatures.

The guide led the way to the stables. Tne 
way was about four feet wide by five feet 
dieb, and was most uncomtortable traveling 
for thosé not used to it.

‘There are 116 rooms in the mine. A 
„ room is a section of the iace or the vein of 
coal, and is sufficientiy large for four men to 
work together. The rooms form three-fourths 
of the outer-or working circle of the mine, the 
connecting tunnels radiating north, south, and 
west from the main tunnel and from the en- 
trance shaft. The vein is three feet thick and 
lies on thé top of a bed of soft fireclay. The 
overlying stratum is a sort of sbale or soap- 
stone, which is also easily quarried. 

The mitrers do a good deal of their work sit- 
ting on the ground, At the end of the tunnel 
the Visitors arrived by four men sat on the

ground digging out fireciay with their picks 
from under the coal-vein. The vein is under- 
mined toa depth of about eight inches, the 
coal being propped up with little sticks until 
the ciay is all cleared away for a distance of a 
foot or More under the vein. ‘Then the props 
are taken out and the coal falis or is knocked 
down and filled up into the cars. The nveriy- 
ing shale is then dug off to a corresponding 
bieht and used to build up the walls between 
the tunnels. This building is done at night while 
the regular miners are off work, and all the 
rubbish cleared away in readiness for the next 
dar's labor. There is thus a continual tearing- 
down and building up, the whole vein of 
ceal dem carried away and a laby- 
riothian semes of rough passages or 
walled tunhels left behind. The daily 
output from this mine while work goes on av- 
erages 1,200 tons. Owingto the duliness of 
business at present the men are given only 
two to three days’ work a week. 

The men seemed giad to bave visitors come 
around; They laid down their picks, and lit 
their pipes, and spread themselves out in easy 
attitudes.

How are you paid?“ 

„We're paid by the ton—95 centsaton. We 
can get out about two ton a day on a full dary’s 
work. It we got full work we Can earn fair 
livin’ wages—$10, or $11, or $12 a week—but 
as it is we cannot earn even halt that. Thank 
heaven, the winter is comin’*on an' we'll have 
a obance for full work then.’ 

What this man said was strictly true. The 
earnings of the 2,500 or more miners in the 
Braidwood district bave averaged probably 
less than $4—certainly less than $5—a week 
for each man for the last three months. The 
last mine-inspectora’ report at hand (1885) 
shows that the averawe number of da;s ot 
active work for that year was only 
174, or only a little over haif time, 
and this year it is believed to be even less. 
Then, again, this average included both sum- 
mer and winter, and it is in winter that most 
of the work is done. How the men and their 
fatailies manage to eke out a liveiihood is a 
problem they themselves can hardiy solve. 
Basing~the calculation on former reports of 
the State Bureav of Statistics, the average 
earninas of miners with families for 1885 
would be about $337 each for the whole year. 
The cost of maintaining these families would, 
according to the same authority, average $435. 
The difference in these sums represents the 
earnings of women and chi/dren or the record 
of unpaid debts. How families with an aver- 
age of five persons each can subsist on about 


81 a day, and even on less, is a problem tor 


social reformers. 

Another puzziing question is: How are the 
saloons supported? An Anarchist, speaking 
from the witness-chair in the Criminal Court a 
couple of weeks ago, epigradmimaticailly re- 
marked: For one man who is poor because 
he drinks there are twenty meu who drink be- 
cause they are poor.“ Whether tuiners drink 
because they are poor or for other reasons 
need not be discussed here: Certainly they 
are about as pooras they can be. Certainly 
also they drink, or most of them do. A ganie 
of pool on a rickety table in @ shanty saloon is 
about their only amusement. They gather in 
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the little saloons at night and knock the 
chipped and ancient balis about with crooked 
ash sticks called cues. The loser pays for 
some slops masquerading as beer, and the par- 
ticipants in the game pretend they are baving 
a good time. But.there has not been very 
much pool-playing or beer-drinking this sum- 
mer. 

It is small wonder that balfstarved men like 
these, who are willing todo ali that honest men 
can do to earn a living, occasionally rise in re- 
volt against their circumstances. And this is a 
case where the employers are not to biame, 
for competition is so keen and prices so low 
that the mive-owners can barely make both 
ends meet. The improvement of the condition 
of workers in mines is a subject worthy the 
earnest attention of all practical labor re- 
formers. , 

One good provision of the State law is that 
which prohibits women or children working in 
mines. It required many years’ efforté to in- 
duce English legislators to pass a law against 
child lador in coal mines, and it was 
only after Mrs, Browning’s exqoisitly pathetic 
poem, The Ory of the Chudres.“ had moved 
the public to tears and put the House of Com- 
mons to shame that these efforts were suc- 
cessful. A her praiseworthy provision of 
the lilinois ti we is that relating to the vent 
lation of mines. Every mine, unless the 
mine-inspector neglects his duty, must be 
supplied with two openings and sufficient 
ventilating machinery to créate continuous 
currents of air in all its branches,

She was not un- 
provided for, however, having been left con- 
siderable property by an a@uot and more by 
her father. Most of her estate was in beds of 
limestone. She built two limékiins and com- 
menced business. From che outset she had 
every obstacle thrown in her way by 
those who were already in the business. 
They wanted no more opposition, and, as 
they were getting good prices for their 
material, they feared that a new enterpriee 
would bring down figures: Almost all the 
lime-burners of Texas united in a combination 
against the widow and enaeavored to ruin her 
business. Mrs. Shaeffer paid no attention to 
them, but employed the best help she could 
get; paid her workmen good wages, and made 
as good lime as anybods in Texas. Her kliins 
were kept constantly at work and the demand 
for ber product increased 80 greatly as to 
annoy the members of the combination, 
who feared they were losing their trade. 
The harder they fought her the greater 
seemed to be ber success. She found it nec 
essary to have a track built from the Northern 
Central Raiiway into her grounds, and ob- 
tained permission from the County Commis- 
sioners for the work. She was attacked by in- 
junction after injunction, but defeated her 
opponents in every case. Maddened at their 
lack of success in driving ber out of the busi- 
ness, the combination met Thursday and 
passed a resolution, a copy of which they for- 
warded to dealers in Baltimore, to the effect 
that any one purchasing lime from Mrs. Shaef- 
fer could purchase none from them. Immedi- 
ately upon the receipt of the document all of 
Mrs. Shaeffer’s customers notified her that 
they would take the entire product of her 
kilns, and if that was not eufficient for their 
use they would supply the deficiéncy else- 
where. The members of the combination are 
greatly chagrined at their defeat. Mrs. Suaef - 
fer is an attractive woman, in the prime of life, 
and has a daughter about 13 years old.

How a Woman's Life Was Saved—Why It 
Was Phil Didn’t Marry the Tug-Cap- 
tain’s Daughter—Suicides in the River— 
A Talk with Martin Casey, the Oldest 
Bridgetender in the City—A Remark-

“There ain't nothin' curiouser in its way 
than a bridge,” said the old bridgetender re- 
flectiveiy, rolling the quid to his other jaw and 
gazing up at the stars. 

“I know it’s agin nature to think that a

Sometimes imagine this old bridge knows as 


much as a human. I don’t think such things 
in the daytime,” he added apologeticaily,

Phil, you kuow, 
helps me ‘tend bridge; when I'm. on day 
shiffbe works nights, and when I'm on night 
shift he works days—turn about fair piay. 
Phil's a cute divil, an’ knows the screech of 
every tu on the river. Well, there Was one 
tug, an’ the Captain of her bad a daugtiter, 
an the daughter would sometimes be on the 
tug up and down the river. It was the only 
tug there was a petticoat aboard, an’ boy- 
like, Phil got to lookin’ out for that tug more 
than for all the rest o’ the tugs on the water. 
Phil never got a good look at the girl, for 
sometimes she'd be in the pilot-house, an’ 
more times she’d be hid with the smoke, an’ 
Phil had to be mindin’ the turnin’ of the 
bridge, but I saw him once takin’ off nis bat 
as politely as a robber in a play. I watched 
the boy after that, an’ one day 
1 saw bim writin’ a letter, an’ 
I watched my chance an’ stole the letter an’ 
put a letter in its place that Jim Brian fixed up 
— mean’ Jim put up the whole job. Phil's 
letter said, ‘I’m dyin’ to make your acquaint- 
ance, my jewel,’ an’ stuff like that, an’ Jim's 
letter said, ‘ Why don't the Captain leave his 
ould grandmother at homef Sure enough, 
Phil dropped Jim’s letter into the tug, thinkin’ 
it was bis own.

Dur- 
ing this period Mr. Casey has saved seventeen 
lives by bis own exertions, and has belped to 
save many others. About twelve years ago 
Tun TRIBuUsSR suggested that Mr. Casey be 
given a medal by the city as an acknowlede- 
ment of bis excellent work, he having at that 
time saved two women from drowning. Mr. 
Casey ie a modest man and not very willing to 
talk of his expidits, but as his stories are of 
more practical interest than those of bis jocti- 
lar friend up the river it is but right to give 

m the credit io full. 
ne I have said that I'll never jump into the 
river again,” said Mr. Casey to tae bridge ed- 
itor, and I don’t think Lever will, I had a 
pretty narrow escape the last time. And I'm 
getting too old to swim, anyhow,””

tue city, being located on the central fork of 
the. river. 

The city appoints one bridgetender to each 
bridge, who gives a bond for the satisfactory 
performance of his duties. The bond is $10,- 
008 for steam bridges and $4,000 for the ordi- 
nary band-turned wooden bridges. Bridue- 
tenders’ salaries are fixed xuccording to a 
Schedule in the annual appropriation bill. 
The total cost for the current year for the 
operation of bridges will be $54. 788. The 
bridgetenders hire and pay their own help. 
The Lake street and Kush street bridgetend- 
ers are paid $3,300 a year each, and out of 
this they have to pay three assistants ali the 
year round. The city allows $60 a month to 
ten extra men for sicht months 
the year, these men being placed at 
the principal. bridges under direction of 
the bridgetenders. The bridgetenders 
at State, Clark, and Wells streets draw $2,045 a 
year and have to pay two assistants for at 
least seven months of the year. Kinzie street 
bridge is allowed $2,039; Randolph, Madison, 
and Adama, $2,034 each; Van Buren, $1,677: 
Righteenth, Twenty-second, Halsted, and Main 
streets, $1,671 each; Harrison, Polk, Tweifth, 
and Erie, 51.572 each; Indiana, $1,509; Chicago 
avenue and North Halsted, $1,434 each; North 
Haisted (canal), Division street, Division street 
(canal), and North avenue, $1,087 each: Ash- 


land avenue, $945; Ciybourn, $923; Archer, 


Douglas, Western, and Fullerton avenues, 
$779 each. The regular bridgetenders are 
supposed to be on duty all the year round.

A STRUGGLE FOR EXISTENCE, 


The War on the Gamblers at Long Branch 
—The Clergy Join the Crusade—Long 
Branch Now Divided into Two Towns and 
the Gambiers Take Their Chances with 
the Summer Visitors. 
New Tonk, Aug. 28.—[Special.]—The war 

on the gamblers at Long Branch has got into 
a curious pbase. The proprietors of the big 
club-houses have made up their minds to take 
a desperate chance of life or death, Their 
business has been ruined this season by the 
crusade led by Mayor Heisley, and during the 
last month the only gaming bas been behind 
closed doors. ‘The gambiers relied largely on 
their popularity with & good proportion of the 
reguiar village residents for moral, or im- 
moral, support, but when the Long 
Branch clergy, 1 few days ago, 
met and resolved that the gambling 
hells were an infamy which they would abolish 
or find out the reason why, consternation 
struck the lawbreakers. Religious feeling was 
aroused thoroughly, and in a manner peculiar- 
ly unfortunate for them. Phil Daly, the King 
of Clubs, gained a vast amount of fame sev- 
eral years ago by fitting up a private chapel ia 
his very ornate residence. A beautiful altar 
in miniature was erected in a churchiy apart- 
ment, and, though the local Catholic priest de- 
clined to bold mass in an unconsecrated chapel, 
regular daily worship bas since been main- 
tained. Long Branch is preponderatingly 
Protestant, so far as the permanent population 
ig concerned, and the sentiment against this 
feature of the Daly premises is strong. It is 
now turned full bead against the gamblers be- 
cause the Catholic priest is the only minister 
who has vot éiened the manifesto against Daly 
and his fellow-gumbiers.

MAKING LAND. 


Protest of Normgh Side People Aguinst the 
Filling-In on Pine Street. 

The property-owners on the street running 
into Pine, between Pearson afd Oak, and ad- 
jacent streets, have pretty generally signed a 
petition protesting against the inclosure of 
thirteen acres of water east of Pine street, and 
asking the Attorney-General to allow a pro- 
ceeding in chaneery to be commenced in his 
name for the purpose of stopp me work. 
The bill was sent to Springfield some time ago 
and is now in the bands of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. The vetition bas been signed by 150 
property-owners, representing an aggregate of 
7,897 feet, located as foliows: Chestnut, 973; 
Delaware place, 1,188; Walton place, 1,773; 
Oak, 1,279; Bellevue place, 136; Pine, 125: 
Gary, 40; Rush, 935; State, 897; Dearborn, 120; 
Cass, 432. The value of this property is $1,579,- 
400, and the owners claim that the inolosure 
referred to, by placing the lots 800 feet further 
from the lake, will Gamage their property 25 
per cent. They have abstracts of ali the lots 
on the east side of Pine street, north of Pear- 
son, and say that the junction of 
Pine and Oak was never out of 
water, and that Walton place never 
extended more than sixty feet and Delaware 
piace 160 feet east of the present line. The 
filling-in is betng done by a sy ndicate in which 
Gen. Fitz-Simons, McNeill, and others are in- 
terested, and was commenced after the defeat 
of the last assessment for the extension of the 
drive to Pearson street. The syndicate propose 
to give the Park Commissioners 115 feet on the 
lake end of the made land, and the intention 
is, if possible, to have the drive circle from 
Oak street around to the foot of Chicago 
avenue, and thetice continue to Erie or Ohio 
street, 

The protesting property-owners bo defeated 
the assessment are now willing to pay for the 
widening of Pine street to conform with the 
drive. The Attorney-General was in Chicago 
not long ago, and, after looking the ground 
over and consulting some of the property- 
owners, decided not to interfere... He will be 
here again in a few days, and the petition will 
then be presented to bim.

AND ALSO THOSE CROWDED AND UN- 
COMFORTABLE NINE FAMILIES ? 


Experiences of a Reporter in Search of 
Squalor, Abject Misery, Disease, and All 
That Sort of Thing—He Finds a Can- 
nibalistic Dog, but Nothing More Alarm- 
ing—The Health Officers Evidently Lux- 
urious People Who Exaggerate Things. 


The health officers terday found a peculiar 
state of affairs at No. 168 est Twenty-first 
street. They found seven houses bui 
lot 25 feet front by 200 feet deep, in 
sided nine families of fifty-two persons. = 
the buildings were one-story frames, about 
feet square, and the occupants were huddled to- 
gether in a way calculated to breed sickness. 

This paragraph appeared in THE TRIBUNE 
yesterday moraoing, and a reporter who sines 
his earliest days has been interested in po- 
culiar states of affairs went out to investi- 


gate. As be rode along he made & memo 


rand um of a few choice phrases that he thought 


might be applicable to the case in hand. 
“ Abject squalor—maelstrom of misery—wan 


woman and joyless, haggard children—pesti- 
lence—N. B. contrast between luxury, pus 
dogs, etc., and starvation, potatoes without 
salt, etc. (Spread on this. * 

No. 168 West Twenty-first street lies to the 
West of Halsted street in aregion given up to 
lumber, beer, coal, tombstones, and the man- 
ufacture of wooden toothpicks. Art could 
not thrive there, perhaps, but it is a very 
decent, well-mannered neighborhood. 

A young woman with black bangs and black 
eyes stood in front of No. 168. She wore a very 
red jersey, avery blue gown, and not very 
white stockings. When she was asked if the 
house was in truth No. 168 sbe grinned twice, 
said ep twioe, and went away. The house 
is a large two-story buildmg of coarse brick. 
It is a sturdy, homespun-looking house, and, 
if by any chance it should be metamorphosed 
into a man, it would undoubtedly prove a most 
respectable farmer. At all events, it looks too 
awkward even to be a dry-goods clerk and too

A number of rare 
books in the reference department were ex- 
hibited, which showed the marks of vandal 
bands.

Books that have never been 
taken out of the library have been thus mai- 
treated, and the number of such rufhed books 
is quite large.

Elizabeth Oberg, a Swedish woman from 
Chicago, who went to the grounds Friday aft- 
ernoon. She worked, bard in settiing the fur- 
piture in her cottage, meanwhile drinking 
copiously of the iced well-water which stood in 
barrels beside the pumps, the chunks of ice 
floating in the drawn water. She was taken 
with ice-water colic, and before a physician 
from Despluines sould reach the camp-grounds 
she was beyond beip. Her body was brought 
to the city for burial yesterday morning.

Fallure of a Large Dry-Goods House in San 
Francisco. 

San FRANCTSco, Cal., Aug. 28.—Keane Bros., 
dry-goods dealers in Kearney street, made an 
assignment to Daniel Aeyer this morning. The 
firm’s liabilities amount to $230,000; assets 
nominally the same as the liabilities. The as- 
sets consist of stock valued at $190,000, @xtures 
and cash, $46,000. The firm consists of Thomas 
Keane and Patrick Boland. Among the prin 
cipal creditors, are Rauchle Meyer, to whom 
the rim is indebted $39,000. Among the other 
creditors are Levi Strauss & Co., Murphy, 
Grant & Co., the Bank of California, M. Sac hs 
& Co., Kann Bros., and Bine & Co. There are 
in ali about 180 ereditors; including several 
New York firms.. A meeting of the creditors, 
including several New York firms, was heid 
this afternoon and E. Newhall and Mr. Reis of 
Newburger, Reis & Co. were appointed to as- 
sist the assignee. The only reason assigned 
for the failure is that, although the business 
of the firm has steadiiy increased, the profits 
have not Kept pace with the increased ex- 
penses.

It is believed ar- 
rangements will be effected with creditors 
whereby che firm will resume business.

THE CHICAGO MARKETS. 


QUIET IN THE RETAIL PROVISION MAR- 
KETS FOR LAST WEEK. 


Hot Weather the Cause—The Demand for 
Fruits Phenomenal—Low Prices and a 
Plentiful Supply—Vegetables, and Pota- 
toes in Particular — Less Meat Being 
Eaten, but Poultry and Game in Good 
Demand—Fish and Dairy Products. 

Trading in the retail provision markets has 

been quiet all round during the last week, 
owing to the extremely hot weather, except 
for fruits and vegetables. The demand for 
fruit is saidto have been phenomena! during 
this month. and the leading causes are the hot 
weather and the low prices. 
now than it has been at any time this sea- 
son, with plenty to come forward as soon as it 
is ready for shipment. There is little chance 
of there ever being a dearth of fruit in this 
country, for it ie said that in the State of Kan- 
sas alone there are more than 20,000,000 fruit 
trees flourishing on land that was formerly 
marked “desert.” The arrivais of peaches in 
this city are simply enormous, averaging for 
several days past 20,000 baskets from Michi- 
gan, to say nothing with reference to the re- 
ceipts from .other points. They consist of 
Crawfords, Trotha, Barnards, ana Honest 
Johns. Oranges are out of the mar- 
ket, and of native fruit those from 
Florida will be tie first to arrive. The Aus- 
tralians are said to be raising this product 
for the English market.. A recent shipment of 
about 1,000 cases arrived in the tight little 
Island in good condition. The fruit resem- 
bles Sicilian oranges, being juicy and of fine 
flavor, with a thin peel. Prospects for the 
new currant crop in Greece are reported as 
less favorable, and prices are already tending 
higher, Michigan Bartlett pears are coming 
in quite freely, but there is scarcely any sale 
for them, and as a consequence storekeepers 
do not care to handle them. 

Of all fruits apples are in most use during 
the winter months, and bousekeepers are gen- 
erally anxious to know whether the crop isa 


good or a bad one. Although this is looked 
upon as the bearmg year for this fruit, the 
yield according to the latest reports will 
scarcely be up to the average of bearing years 
in any part of the country. The croup for 
lilinois bade fair to be very heavy. but 
it has in a great measure been destroyed 
py the drouth, while the present prospects for 
Michigan are that she will have a fine winter- 
apple crop. In the New Engiand States there 
is a large yield of fall fruit, and the crop of 
winter appies is estimated at about 70 per cent 
of the usual even-year yield. The great apple 
counties of Western New York promise the 
lightest crop intwenty years, The average for 
the whole State 1s 52 per cent. Pennsyivania 
and Obio will both have good crops. 

Among vegetables the crop that the com- 
munity is most interested in is the potato. 
Some of the best varieties come from Mien, 
gan, and the yield there will not be so large as 
last year owing to the long drouth, although 
an increased acreage was planted. The crop 
in Wisconsin is, however, in good shape and of 
apparently good quality. In the western part 
of Indiana the injury, for want of rain, bas 
been very severe; while it is reported that in 
some parts of Pennsylvania the potatoes are 
rotting in the ground. 

The temperature of the weather is acting as 
a greater check upon the meat market trade 
than upon anything eise. As a leading butcber 
remarked yesterday the people are eating 
more fruit and vegetables than anything eise. 
There is no change in values, but the feeling 
is one of weakness. Both poultry and game 
are in good demand and ine former is very 
cheap, the supply being greatly in excess of 
the wants of the trade. Spring chickens are 
selling at 11 cents per pound, hens at 10 cents, 
and roosters at six cents. Spring ducks can 
be bought at 11 cents per pound and oid ones 
at nine cents, Young turkeys are worth 12% 
cents per pound and gobbiers 10 cents. Game 
continues to arrive in bad condition owing to 
the want of a little care in the packing, and 
at least balf of it has to be thrown away, 
otherwise it would be much cheaper than it 
is. Prices are the same as last week, with the 
udd ion that teais cost $2.50 per dozen, mul 
i pas $3.00 to $3.25, and common ducks 

1.50. 

The fish markets are without any change 
with reference to prices. The arrivais of lake 
fish continue small. and this will be so until 
cooler weather sets ia. About 12,000 mackerel 
came in from Boston in fine condition. They 
formed part of the firet large run of the sea- 
son. A white seal was also received from the 
same place. It is said that only two besides 
this one have ever been taken in this countrys. 
A consignment of four and a half tons of Ore- 
gon salmon bas just arrived in splendid order. 
The oyster season has commenced, and the 
shellfish can be obtained at 40 cents per dozen. 

Butter continues to advance, and fancy se- 
lections of Elgin creamery coset 30 cents per 
pouud and nine-and-a-haif-vound pails $3. 
The finest dairies are scarce and bring 20 to 25 
cents per pound. They are worth proportion- 
ately more than the best creamery. Butter 
for cooking purposes sells at 18 cents 
per pound. Guaranteed fresh Northern eggs 
are 15 cents per dozea. Imported varieties 
of . ecbeese are unchanged, while domestic 
products seli at 8 to 12% cents per pound for 
Wisconsin cheddars, 15 cents per pound for 
New York cheddars, and 14 cents for Young 
Americas. 

Vegetables are in abundant supply and gen- 
erally in une condition. Nearly ali varieties 
are considerably lower in price. Large ears of + 
green corn can be obtained at 12 to 15 cents 
per dozen. Tweive beads of Kalamazoo celery 
cost 35 to 45 cents. Tomatoes are very pien- 
tiful and the leading varieties are selling at 10 
cents per basket or 35 cents per half busbel. 
Early Obio and Eurly Rose potatoes range at 
70 to 75 cents per bushel or 20 cents per peck. 
This city is mainly supplied just now by the 
farmers in the surrounding country and the 
product is brought in fresh every day. The same 
may be said of cabbage, and it is admitted 
that there is no finer grown. It selis at 4 to 
5 cents a bead. Red cabbage for pick- 
ling ranges at 5 to 10 cents each. 
Caulifiowers are getting very scarce and are 
worth 30 to 35 cents each, according to size. 
Ege-piants are very cheap at 10 to 15 cents 
each. Turnips and beets are 25 cents per peck. 
Cucumbers sell two for 5 cents, or 25 cents per 
dozen, and ne brown lettuce two beads for 5 
cents. Onions range at 25 to cents per 
peck. Mangold peppers are 10 cents lower, at 
25 cents per dozen, Lima beans are selimg at 
20 to 25 Cents per quart. Second crop wax and 
wre, beans can be bought at 40 cents per 
pec 

Fruits ure cheaper than ever and the market 
may be said to be overstocked with some varie- 
ties, notably the peach, the grape, and the 
appie. Four States are contributing the first- 
named fruit—Oregon, Delaware, Ohio, and 
Michigan—and California peaches rank first 
and cost 40 cents per basket. Michigan and 
Delaware Crawfords are great favorites, and 
tdey range at 40 to 60 cents per peck basket. 
Extra large buskets of strictiy fancy Cra wfords 
bring 75 vents. Hailf-bushel baskets sell at 
$1.50 to $2 and bushel crates at $2.50. 
present rush of this delicious fruit will con- 
tinue for from two to three weeks, when the 
fall varieties will begin to come in. Califor- 
nia plums continue to take precedence over 
the domestic varieties and range at 10 to 150. 
per dozen or 60 cents per half-peck basket. 
Michigan, New York, and Ohio Damsous and 
greenguge, Lombard, blucgage, and red plums 
are 25 to 30 cents per halt-peck basket. Ban- 
anas are very plentiful at 15 to 25 cents per 
dozen. They ripen very fast during the hot 
weather. Fancy California Bartlett pears are 
10 cents lower, selling at 25 to 30 cents per 
half-peck basket. Messina lemons range at 30 
to 60 cents per dozen, according to size and 
quality. Biackberries are still on sale. They 
are mostly small and poor and the demand for 
them is about ver. They cost 10 to 12% 
cents per quart. Apples are abundant and in 
fine condition. The leading varieties are 
Alexander, Strawberry, and Maiden 
Blush.“ They can de bought for 15 to 25 cents 
per peck. Crab apples are very cheap. They 
can be bought at 50 to 75 cents per nalf-busbel 
basket. The crops of buckieberries and biue- 
berries are not harvested yet, and they are 
selling at 15 to 20 cents per quart. The choicest 
watermelons are coming just now from han 
Kakee, and they range from 15 to 25 cents 
each. The varieties of small meions on sale 
are quite numerous, including the Michigan 
Hackensack and nutmeg, the Osage or perfec- 
tion, the lilinois Little Gem,“ and the Balti- 
more cantalope. They cost from 5 to 20 cents 
each, avcording to size. Seckel pears are in 
liberal supply and ranged at 25 to 30 cents per 
haif-peck basket. Grapes from the Golden 
State bave never been so cheap in we history 
of the California fruit trade as now. Muscat 
and Tokay grapes are selling at 5 to 10 cents 
per pound, according to condition. Concord 
grapes are equally as cheap. They can be 
obtained at 40 to 50 cents per ten-pound bas- 
ket, and Delaware grapes cost 80 cents to 81 
for the same quantity.

Thomas saith unto him, 
Lord, we know not whither thou goest; bow 
know we the way? 6. Jesus saith unto bim, I 
am the way, the truth, and the life; no one 
cometh to the Father but by Me. 7. If ye had 
known Me se would have knowu My Father 
also; from henceforth ye kao Him and have 
‘seen Him. 8. Pailip saith unto him, Lord, 
shew us the Father, and it sufliceth 
us.

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A VERY ACTIVE SUMMER 


PREVALENCE OF A HOPEFUL SPIRIT IN 
REAL-ESTATE CIRCLES. 


A Confinual Advance in Prices—The Spring's 
Losses in Building Being Made Up—The 
Wholesale Quarter Filling Up-—A Boon 
tor small Manufact An Important 
Transfer at Adams and Market Streets— 

Notes of General Interest. 

The market is very firm; property changing 
hands almost invariably goes at an advance 
on previous sales; few important hold ings are 
under mortgage and a spirit of nopefulness 
prevails among those whose interests are 
largely in realty. These facts, along with the 
growing prosperity of mercantile business, 
seem to justi y the opinion one 80 o ften bears 
expressed by experts that never in the history 
of the city was there greater reason to be sat - 
isfied with the situauon. It nas been an act- 
ive summer, and the prediction made a sbort 
time ago that there would be a cessation 
of the activity this mouth bas 
been verified to only a slight degree. 
There was a great deal of buying, selling, and 
planning of new enterprises last week. Much 
of the summer's activity was due to the strikes 
in the spring, wh.ch delayed everything and 
crowed it over into the warm season. It is the 
opinion of some of, the best architects that 
enough will be done before the close of the 
year to make up for ali that was lost during 
the spring. It bas been proved that cola 
weather does not stop building in this city, 
and the late fall and winter will find the build- 
ers still bard at work. There is a good de- 
mand for all sorts of skilled labor, and persons 
interested in the large structures now being 
erected say they have considerable difficuity in 
getting all the bands they want. Operations 
ure being pushed in the wholesale quarter, 
which is rapidly filling up and becoming one of 
the bandsomest parts of the city. Out of 1,600 
feet in me new part of Dearbora street over 
1,000 feet will bave been occupied by new 
buildings before the close of 1888, and there 
seems to be a good demand for the increasing 
acoommodations. There are of course always 
more or less vacant rooms and bu idings, but 
the number now appears to be rataer smaller 
tnan usual. Stores are nearly all taken except 
in tnose streets which have passed out of fash- 
fon, the office-buildifigs are paying weil, and 
the surplus of residence property is smaii. 
Many flats which were left vacant‘afver the Ist 
of May have been taken up thissummer. The 
transfers of last week included two or three 
valuable properties. The high rates for money 
cause no abatement of the demand. 80 far as 
real estate is concerned there bas been no ad- 
vance.

A Building for Small Manufacturers. 


The recent saie of property at the southwest 
corner of Wasbington and Market streets to 
Jake Rehm itor 8200. 000 will be recalled. That 
price was just half its value, remarked a gan- 
gulne man. The purchase was the first step 
in an enterprise that will prove of a good deal 
of importance to Chicago. The property has 
been leased for ninety-nine years to a corpora 
tion known as “The Chicago Warehouse & 
Manutacturing Company. which wili proceed 
to make ita ceotre of small mauufactures. 
There is a building on a part of the jot now, in 
which rooms with power are rented to makers 
of small wares, and it is proposed to greatiy 
extend the facilities for such industry. The 
lot is 190 teet on Market and 156 on Washing- 
ton, runom to the river. The buildmg 
which is to be put up adjoining the present one 
wili be six stories high, but the foundation 
will be made stroog enough to carry three or 
four more stories in case it is decided to ia- 
crease the hight.of the structure later on. The 
construction will be fire-proet. The work will 
be done the list of next July or sooner, and 
then all sorts of manufacturing industries not 
extra-bazardous will be invited to use the com- 
pany’s ;ooms and power for a consideration. 
The present building is wen rented. The con- 
cern has a capital of $400,000 and bas issued 
some bondé, which have been purenased by 
one of the bauks of the city. Such industries 
as will naturally seek a building cf the sort are 
a valuable part of the activ ties of any city. 
There are more of them in the Eastern towns 
in proportion to population than in Chicago, 
but there are a good many of them on tne 
West Side, One obstacie to their establish- 
ment on the South Side bas been the high 
rental of land. The promoters of this enter- 
prise think they see bandsome profits in it, 
thou the rents will not be so high asin the 
big Office- buildings. 


An Important Trade in 
Quarter. 


The most important transfer of the week 
was that of the southwest corner of Market 
and Adame streets by J. V. Farwell to Martin 
Ryerson, The price was $830,000. The prop- 
erty runs 165 feet to the river, and the rate 
was therefore 2.000 a front foot. This #2 re- 
garded by many as a high figure, but some of 
the best judges say that the property went at 
a fair rate and that the buyer will make a good 
thing out of it in the next few years. But it 
marks a large advance since 1882, when the 
land was valued at $750 a foot. It u said to 
bave been offered at about $1,200 a foot withia 
two years. Mr. Farwell bought the south 
balt four yearn ago for $87,412, but 
the north halt is twenty-five to filty feet deep- 
er. The bonded warehouse lot near by, with 
the building, was purchased by the same gen- 
tieman the same year for $140,000. It also bas 
a frontage of 165 teet. Mr. Ryerson is re- 
garded as one of the wisest and most careful 
buyers of realty in the city. He will unques- 
tionably improve the property with some good 
buildings. He already has a numberof fine 
buildimgs in the city, the newest being on Ran- 
dolph street, between State and Wabash ay- 
enue,
